Parish Notes 

THE CONVERSION OF S. PAUL is Saturday of this week and an im- 
portant day for several reasons. First, it is the feast of the great Apostle to 
the Gentiles who is the author of most of the epistles in the New Testament,— 
a saint worthy of our high veneration. Second, it is the concluding day of the 
Octave of Unity when the intention is for the Missionary Conquest of the 
World for Christ,—the intention for which S. Paul prayed and labored. Third, 
Saturday is our parish-day in the ACU Cycle of Prayer. The CYCLE OF 
PRAYER is a continuous work of prayer and intercession for the conversion 
of America and the world to Christ and for the spread of the Catholic Faith. It 
is the much needed intercessory support of the entire ACU program. The three 
emphases of the day dove-tail and overlap; it should be an occasion of fervent 
prayer by all parishioners for the whole Catholic Church and that all people 
everywhere will lovingly embrace the Body of Christ and accept her spiritual 
authority and her sacramental ministrations. There will be three Low Masses, 
—at 7, 8 and 9:30,—with the expectation that many parishioners will assist at 
them. The specific intentions of the Masses will be: at 7,—for the Octave of 
Unity (the conquest of the world for Christ); at 8, for the Cycle of Prayer 
(the conversion of America and the world to the Catholic Faith) ; at 9:30 for 
S. Clement’s Parish,—that it will lead more and more sows to the arceptance 
and practice of the Catholic Faith. 

THE CYCLE OF PRAYER devotions will be used on Friday evening at 
the 8 o'clock service, and the suggested intercessions will be in the pews for 
Mass attendants on Saturday. Those who cannot be at Mass on Saturday are 
asked to visit the Church for intercession during the day, or at least to pray the 
intentions at home. Alms received on Friday night and at Saturday Masses 
will be given to the ACU for the work of the Cycle of Prayer Committee, 

THE FATHER RECTOR will preach Wednesday night at the consecra- 
tion of S. Mary’s Church, Pittsburgh. The nave and sanctuary of this Catholic 
establishment have been completely renovated. The Rt. Rev. Austin Pardue, 
Bishop of Pittsburgh, will consecrate the building. A good friend of this 
parish, the Rev. Robert L. Zell, is the Vicar. 

IT IS WITH DEEP GRATITUDE to God that good news is passed on 
to you regarding some financial matters. The Christmas Offering has ex- 
ceeded $2,000, a figure which was wished but not expected. The Bazaar, thus 
far, has given to the Missionary Quota $900, an increase of $100 over last 
year’s profit. There is a good balance to launch next year’s Bazaar and as the 
sale of kalendars and note-paper continues the increase over the 1956 Bazaar 
probably will be better than $200. A third item, new to this parish, is the 
establishment by a good friend of S. Clement’s of S. Anthony’s Bread, a fund 
for giving meal tickets to the many poor people who come to the door asking 
for food. The generous friend sends a monthly check for this purpose, but 
others who wish to support it are welcome to do so by making checks payable 
to S. Clement’s Rector’s Fund. These all are matters for which our members 
should be thankful. The parish ended 1957 in reasonable solvency and when 
pledges for last year are paid up the treasury will be in healthy condition. 
Details of the parish receipts and disbursements will be given at the annual 
meeting in March. 

A- WEEK FROM-TODAY is Theological Education Sunday. Literature 
regarding Nashotah House and offering envelopes will be mailed to parishioners. 
It is hoped S. Clement’s will continue to be generous in supporting this 
seminary.

A WEEK FROM TO-DAY Septuagesima and Candlemas occur together. 
Preceding the Solemn Mass the Blessing of Candles and the Procession will 
take place at 11. The Feast of the Purification of Our Lady is transferred to 
Monday when there will be three Low Masses at 7, 8 and 9:30. S. Blaise will 
be commemorated on Monday and after each Mass will be the Blessing of 
Throats and at 12:15 a priest will be in the Church to bless throats of those 
unable to attend Mass that day at S. Clement’s. The set of handsome violet 


vestments, given to the Parish a year ago, will be used on the three Sundays 
of “Little Lent.” 


THE CATHOLIC LAYMEN’S UNION will meet at S. Clement’s on 
Tuesday evening. Solemn Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament will be at 8 
o'clock, followed by the meeting in the Parish Hall. The program will be the 
first of a series of five addresses by the Rev. Father John Schultz on “The 
Laymen’s Mission in the Church.” Father Schultz, Rector of Trinity Church, 
Ambler, some years ago was a Curate at S. Clement’s and has many friends 
in the Parish. Ladies are invited to attend this meeting and it is hoped that 
many of our men and women will be present Tuesday evening. Men of the 
Parish who are not members of the Laymen’s Union are invited to attend 
Tuesday evening. 

THE VESTRY, at its meeting of January 14th, heard a favorable sum- 
mary of the condition of the Parish based on the treasurer’s report for 1957. 
Parishioners will be thankful that the full Missionary Quota of $5500 was paid, 
and that the Parish has pledged itself to pay this same amount in 1958. Support 
of the missinary program of the Church is a solemn obligation of every con- 
gregation, and Catholics should be especially zealous in working and giving for 
the spread of the Faith. Father Williams’ excellent address and beautiful slides 
of the work of the Church in Japan gave strength to the conviction that our 
missionary dollars accomplish a good work for Our Lord and His Church. 
The Vestry as well as your Rector is gratified at the substantial increase in 
pledged support of the Parish in 1957 over that of 1956. The record for 1957 
is good, but it is far from what it can be this year. The pledgers who have 
unpaid balances for 1957 are asked to remit them if possible, and also, if they 
feel they cannot continue the same pledge for 1958 to give notice of a reduction. 
Further, the many members of the congregation who are not presently pledg- 
ing any support of the Parish are asked to make pledges. They may be small 
ones; the total of several small pledges is great help and every Churchman 
should assume responsibility for maintaining the Parish in which they have 
the rights of the Sacraments and the ministrations of the priests.

THE REVEREND FATHER JOHN A. SCHULTZ, Rector of Trinity 
Church, Ambler, will give an address in the Parish Hall on Tuesday evening 
at 8 o'clock. His subject is “The Unity We Seek” and will cover the Church 
of South India and the Episcopal Church’s relationship with that group which 
the General Convention will consider and clarify by vote at its meeting in 
October. This is an issue on which all Churchmen should be informed; it is 
of vital interest and Clementines should know the implications of the proposed 
action, Father Schultz has made a long and detailed study of the subject and 
is eminently able to explain it and lead a discussion. The resolutions to be 
presented to General Convention have been published; thus we now know what 
risks to our continued Catholic life are involved. All members of the parish 
are urged to attend and bring with them friends from other parishes. This is 
a missionay opportunity for the welfare of the whole Church. The Woman's 
Auxiliary, sponsoring the meeting, invites all who wish to hear Father Schultz. 

THE FATHER RECTOR will preach this evening at S. Paul’s Church, 
Staten Island. That parish is celebrating its 125th anniversary this year and 
the function this evening is in honor of the refurbishing of the nave and sanc- 
tuary. Tomorrow he will attend a meeting of the Planning and Policy Com- 
mittee of the A.C.U. in New York when the resolutions regarding the Church 
of South India will be thoroughly discussed. 

ON MID-LENT SUNDAY, one week from today, the Annual Retreat 
for women will be given. It starts with Low Mass at 8 and concludes with 
Benediction at 4. Addresses will be given at 9:50, 2 and 3:30. Those who are 
unable to attend the first Mass may begin their retreat with the 9:50 session, 
but they are asked to be prompt so that doors to the dhapel may be closed and 
interruptions thus avoided. Parishioners who are not retreatants are asked to 
be quiet in the corridors so that the spirit of the day will not be marred. Reser- 
vations for breakfast and dinner should be made with the Sisters. 

FOLLOWING THE NEARY COMPLETE squelching of observance of 
Shrove Tuesday and Ash Wedensday by the blizzard the recovery of a normal 
Lent has been gratifying. Many postponed confessions have been made, but 
the total is still lacking the usual number. As Mid-Lent is approached it is 
hoped that others of those who were deterred by snow-banks and ice will make 
their good new-start. Last year the parish made an impressive record by at- 
tendance at weekday Masses and Friday night Stations. People very naturally 
have been discouraged by the enforced bad begining this year, but now there 
is opportunity to carry on in the usual fashion and your priests are hopeful that 
the remainder of Lent will have such support as to compensate for the weak 
start. 

DO WE HAVE MEMBERS OF THE A.C.U. who have not renewed 
their membership? According with the present schedule, all membership are 
due in October of each year. A third notice is now being mailed by the New 
York office to those who have not sent in their renewal. On March 15th, those 
who have failed to respond will be dropped from membership. This year the 
A.C.U. has an unusually heavy responsibilityy because of the issues that will be 
brought before General Convention. This entails expeditures for printing and 
mailing literature to hundreds of bishops and deputies, and maintaining adequate 
headquarters at Miami Beach during the convention. If any parishioners have 
postponed renewing membership, please dispatch the form and check forthwith! 
And parishioners who are not members will do well to ask Mr. Cooper for an 
application blank, use it and thus give support to this Catholic Mission.

Parish Notes 

“THE ORDER FOR HOLY WEEK,” published by the Church Litera- 
ture Association in London, is in the Tract Case. The same version was on sale 
last year and many bought copies. However, a large supply is on hand now 
because those who wish to follow the rite as it has been restored will need 
copies. The text in this book will be used with the exception that on Palm Sun- 
day some of the chants during the Procession will be different and the hymn 
“All Glory Laud and Honor” will Ibe sung as it is in the hymnal. In order to 
take part in all of the Easter Vigil the book will be necessary, for example, the 
Renewal of Baptismal vows, and the Litany which now is divided into two 
sections. The book is being sold at twenty-five cents, a little below cost, with 
the hope that every attendant will purchase one. 

NOTES ON THE REVISED RITE will be distributed to the parish by 
mail along with the Easter Kalendar. In changing the hour of the Easter Vigil 
from Saturday morning to the night, we run the risk that some parishioners 
will attend the First Mass of Easter at midnight and not return to a later 
Mass. It should be understood that assistance at the Midnight Mass fulfills the 
Easter precept. However, while you are strongly urged to assist at the Mid- 
night Mass and receive Holy Communion, you are equally urged to return to 
the Solemn Mass at 11! on Easter morning. This seems to be an ideal program. 
It enables the faithful to follow the ancient tradition of commemorating Our 
Lord’s Resurrection at the very beginning of the holy day and also to share in 
the glorious celebration of Easter at the festive offering of the Mass at mid- 
day. With this program in mind, it is only reasonable to expect a decrease in 
attendance at the Low Masses Easter morning,—but this decrease ought more 
than be made up by the large attendance at the Midnight Mass. 'This note on 
the schedule is being published well in advance of Easter so that you have 
ample opportunity to consider it and adjust your plans. It is hoped that Holy 
Week will be a worthy offering to Almighty God and it is expected, with our 
restoration of ancient ways, that again it will be a helpful spiritual experience 
for the faithful. 

CONTRIBUTIONS FOR EASTER flowers and Easter charities may be 
made to the Priests or the Sisters. In order to plan the floral arrangement and 
the gifts for the sick, etc., those in charge will be grateful to receive the con- 
tributions by Palm Sunday. 

LADY DAY is Tuesday of this week. This feast of Our Lord’s Incarna- 
tion is one of the most appealing of the Church-year and deserves the support 
of the faithful through their attendance at Mass. It is a day of obligation for 
the members of the Society of Mary. S. Clement’s will have three Low Masses 
and at 11 a Solemn Mass and Benediction. Two Corporate Communions will be 
held, both at 8: the Associates of S.H.N. at S. Clement’s, followed by break- 
fast,—and the Diocesan Woman’s Auxiliary at Holy Trinity. Bishop Hart will 
be the celebrant at the latter and also the speaker at the breakfast. 

TO-MORROW NIGHT at 8 a most interesting meeting will be held at 
Canterbury House, 215 S. 42nd Street, the residence of the Reverend Father 
Lawrence, chaplain to our students at the U. of P. The meeting, sponsored by 
the Guild of S. Helena, will consist mainly of an address by Sister Mary 
Florence, O.S.H., on “Religious Life in the Church.” It is open to all inter- 
ested men and women, and members of S. Clement’s are encouraged to attend.

Parish Notes 


S. CLEMENT’S CHOIR, with Mr. Sill at the organ, will sing for Even- 
song at four this afternoon at the Cathedral Church of Christ, 8630 Ridge 
Avenue, The preacher will be the Very Reverend Frederic M. Adams, D.D., 
Dean of Trinity Cathedral, Trenton. Last year the choir made a similar visit 
for the singing of the evening office at Holy Trinity Church, where they were 
cordially received and their music highly appreciated. We are grateful for such 
opportunities for people other than those who attend our parish-church to hear 
the excellence of our choir. It is hoped, as was the case last year when the 
choir went to Rittenhouse Square, that many of our parishioners will attend 
for the purpose of worship in our Cathedral and to give support to the choir. 

HOLY WEEK is rather the golden season of the Church-year. It is the 
time of solemn devotion and wide opportunity for taking part in the services 
which commemorate the most momentous events in history. Daily attendance 
at one service or another is a commendable rule for the week. The end of the 
week offers the great three days, and a minimum for Catholics is participation 
in the liturgy of those most solemn days. The Mass of Our Lord’s Last Supper 
this year is again at seven in the morning when many of the faithful come to 
honor the institution of Holy Mass and to receive the Holy Sacrament. The 
Watch before the Altar of Repose will be kept until midnight, and be resumed 
from eight until noon Good-Friday; a chart of the hours is posted and parish- 
ioners are asked to sign names and be responsible for definite periods. 

THE GOOD-FRIDAY LITURGY, at noon, will be as it has been the 
past two years with the single change of restoration of Holy Communion for 
the laity. Notes on this devotion will be distributed by mail. 

THE SOLEMN LITURGY OF THE VIGIL OF EASTER, being at its 
ancient hour of late Saturday night, should have the support of many more 
than were able to come to the church in the early morning, At midnight will be 
the First Mass of Easter, when the faithful may make their Easter Holy Com- 
munion. It is expected, of course, that all who attend the Midnight Mass will 
be present for the Liturgy of the Vigil at 10:30. Your Father Rector points 
out with as much emphasis as he can, that devotional wisdom and liturgical 
appropriateness should lead the midnight worshippers to return to the Solemn 
Mass at 11 for the more festive celebration of this high day. 

THE QUINQUAGESIMA BLIZZARD deprived many penitents from 
reaching a confessional at the beginning of Lent. 'With that unfortunate be- 
ginning, some procrastinated and never have completed the journey to the box. 
For all Catholics, the precept of Easter Confession and Holy Communion is 
the most solemn obligation of all. It is the outward bond of belonging. The 
announced hours for confessions should meet the demands of everybody’s con- 
venience; if they do not, appointments can be made. Surely every Clementine 
looks upon Penance as a precious gift of Our Lord’s mercy; the sacrament is 
first a matter of obligation, but it is valued and revered because it is a sign of 
God’s unbounded love.

The clergy and deputies will be present and all parishioners are invited to at- 
tend. The Convention will open at 4 o’clock Monday afternoon and will continue 
its business session on Tuesday.

b. To say one decade of the Rosary weekly, or the Litany of Loretto, with in- 
tention for the Society. 

c. To hear Mass on the feasts of the Annunciation and Nativity of Our Lady 
(in addition to the feast of the Assumption). 

d. To hear a Mass in November for the souls of the departed members of the 
Society.

Each of us seeks the guidance of the Holy Ghost in all of his under- 
takings, and each hopes to attain to sanctity of life through the operation of the 
Holy Ghost. On Pentecost we offer thanksgiving for this guidance and the 
opportunity for sanctification—and formally the whole Church pleads on this 
holy day for the continued outpouring of the Gifts of God the Holy Spirit.

Parish Notes 

EVERY DAY IN WHITSUN-WEEK the Mass is offered in honor of 
God the Holy Ghost and no commemorations of Saints are made, All emphasis 
is laid upon the Third Person of the Holy Trinity and His wonderful sanctify- 
ing and guiding of the faithful, and His bestowing of the seven Gifts. In 
keeping with the liturgy our private prayers should include Veni Creator and 
other devotions addressed to the Holy Spirit, and also such prayers as the 
Collect for Quinquagesima. Wednesday, Friday and Saturday are Ember Days 
when the Church prays for the men studying for Holy Orders and especially 
those being ordained at this season. The devotional character of the Ember Days 
is heightened by their being days of Fast and Abstinence. Ember Friday is an 
exception to that discipline this year. Because Friday is the National Memorial 
Day the Right Reverend the Bishop of Pennsylvania has dispensed the faithful 
in this diocese from the fast and abstinence. At the same time the Bishop has 
granted a dispensation from abstinence on Friday, the Fourth of July. 

EASTERTIDE comes to its conclusion on Ember Saturday. Thus ends the 
period for meeting the minimal requirement of an annual Holy Communion. 
The Church is charitably considerate in recognizing a reception of the Blessed 
Sacrament at any time from the beginning of Lent through Trinity Sunday as 
an Eastertide Communion. This would seem to be almost too easy. Yet, num- 
bers of people on the parish list have not yet made their Easter Holy Com- 
munion,—not to the knowledge of their parish-priests, that is. Likewise, many 
have not as yet made an Eastertide Confession. One of the Precepts of the 
Church is Confession at least once a year during Eastertide. Some of our mem- 
bers go to priests in other parishes, a custom which is quite proper. The point 
is to receive absolution from a qualified minister of the sacrament. This notice 
is given simply in order to remind Clementines that there is but one more week 
to fulfill their Easter duties. 


THE ANNUAL CHOIR CONCERT will be at four this afternoon and 
it is hoped that all parishioners will be present. Those who are absent will miss 
a musical treat. Your Father Rector and the Choirmaster are very grateful for 
the generous spirit of parishioners who have enrolled as Patrons of Music. 
Their gifts have provided a substantial fund for underwriting the cost of the 
concert and of the choir-boys’ camp. A generous offering this afternoon will be 
needed to balance accounts, but this initial effort to enlist Patrons has proved 
itself a sound and sensible method of obtaining parochial backing of the con- 
cert and the camp. 

A TOUR OF S. CLEMENT’S CHURCH will be conducted at the con- 
clusion of Solemn Mass to-day and every Sunday. The historic aspect and artis- 
tic merit of the appointments of the Church and Chapels will be described. 
Those wishing to make the tour are asked to assemble in the front pews of the 
center sections. 

THE LAYMEN’S CATHOLIC UNION will meet at 8 o’clock on Tues- 
day evening at Trinity Church, Ambler. The Rev. John A. Schultz, Rector of 
the host parish, will give the concluding address in his series on “The Layman’s 
Mission in the Church.”

ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE ERECTION of an apartment building on 
Pennsylvania Boulevard from 18th to 19th Streets, only two squares from our 
corner, is good news for S. Clement’s Church. At Chestnut and 21st Streets an 
apartment is just being completed and on the Parkway at 22nd Street a four- 
unit group of apartments is under construction. Thus our neighborhood again 
is becoming a residential area on a larger scale than it has been for many years. 
Unfortunately clergy are generally not permitted to make calls on occupants 
except those that they know; attempts to evangelize an apartment building are 
against the rules. We hope, however, that the proximity of S. Clement’s will 
lead some of our new neighbors to visit the parish and then it will be up to the 
grace of God and our hospitality to encourage them to return, Another aspect 
of these improvements to property is that parishioners, and people interested in 
being parishioners, who wish to live near the Church will be able to have apart- 
ments within very easy walking distance. When the improving of property has 
been initiated it usually gains momentum, and thus we may hopefully and rea- 
sonably expect that within a few years Logan Square (or we might boastfully 
say the Clementine) area will be a popular residential neighborhood. 


WORD HAS RECENTLY been received that Father Raymond Raynes, 
C.R., has undergone a serious coronary thrombosis. He was in Brighton at the 
time but has been removed to London. Father Raynes is affectionately remem- 
bered by many friends in this parish, and they are asked to offer prayers that 
in God’s mercy he will be restored to sound health. For three decades he has 
served the Church in many capacities, mainly through the channels of the Com- 
munity of the Resurrection, and it is hoped that after convalescence he will be 
able to resume his active leadership. 


THE VALLEY FORGE CONFERENCE will open a week from to-day. 
Several of our young people have registered. By the time this copy for the 
leaflet is printed the capacity of the Conference may be reached, but it is hoped 
that in the meantime a few more of our youths will be booked to attend. There 
is not a better Conference in the nation; many adult Catholics of the Church, 
in their youth, were introduced to the full practice of our holy religion at Val- 
ley Forge. It is, then, missionary as well as instructional in character. 


THE CHILDREN’S CLASSES of instruction will have their last session 
of this season on next Sunday. During the summer the children, of course, will 
attend Mass every Sunday; that is the primary obligation. Only the classes of 
instruction are given up for the hot months. Fr. Ducker’s Class for adults will 
have its last meeting on Sunday the 29th. 


A TOUR OF THE CHURCH is conducted every Sunday after the Solemn 
Mass. Parishioners and visitors who wish to join the tour are asked to assemble 
in the front pews of the center sections after the Postlude. The artistic and his- 
toric features of the Church and Chapels will be pointed out and described. 


THE ANNUAL OFFERING for the ACU is now being received. Several 
gifts already have been given to Mr. Fred Cooper and parishioners are invited 
to share in giving support to this very important missionary enterprise. Contri- 
butions may be put on the plate or given to Mr. Cooper.

. WITH THIS PUBLICATION, the weekly leaflet goes into abeyance un- 
til October. Your Father Rector, who in this capacity is editor, gives forth a 
sigh of minor thanksgiving for a few months of release from a duty which is 
pleasant enough but comes with pressing regularity. The printed page is a wel- 
come opportunity for communicating with parishioners and visitors. But like all 
editors this one has so much news some weeks he hardly can squeeze it all on 
one page and in others, this week for instance, he is pushed into a state of ex- 
pansiveness because of paucity of items. If items sometimes are not as up to 
date as they ought to be, it should be kept in mind that the copy always is writ- 
ten ten days in advance of the Sunday on which the program is used. This mar- 
gin of time allows for proof-reading and making of corrections, and for mail- 
ing the leaflet to subscribers on Wednesday preceding its Sunday date. The in- 
crease of postage rates on August ‘Ist will necessitate a rise of about fifty cents 
a year in the price of subscriptions-by-mail, but more about this in the fall. 


THE KALENDAR for the summer months will be distributed to all pa- 
rishioners this week. Some changes have been made by omitting names of some 
of the less-known Saints and including more of the Anglo-Saxon tradition. An 
effort has been made for the Kalendar to be catholic in the sense of being in- 
clusive of the heroes of the Catholic Faith in the Eastern and in all the nations 
of the Western Church. The changes are more or less experimental, first for 
devotional propriety and second for encouragement of increased attendance at 
the week-day Masses when the Saints’ days are observed. 


THIS MORNING and a week from to-day, in Mr. Sill’s absence while 
with the choir-boys in Wisconsin, Mr. Stuart Dick is the organist. Mr. Dick is 
employed at the Free Library. 


YOU ARE ASKED TO OFFER PRAYERS and Mass intentions during 
the next several weeks for Lambeth Conference. Most of the Anglican Bishops 
will be in London for this Council of our Province of the Church. In addition 
to the relationship of the Church of South India to the Anglican Communion, 
other highly important theological and moral questions will be discussed, studied 
and resolved in the form of recommendations to the various national provinces 
of the Church. Lambeth Conference has no legislative authority whatsoever, but 
possesses unique prestige which influences the legislative action in the provincial 
churches. Normally this is as it should be. Our Fathers in God through the ages 
have been the proclaimers and guardians of the Faith, and we rightly expect 
God the Holy Ghost to guide the Fathers into all truth. Human error has un- 
fortunately found its way into similar meetings in the course of the Church’s 
history. We are hopeful that at Lambeth error will be avoided and that our 
Fathers in God truly will be channels of the Holy Ghost and that God’s will may 
be apprehended and declared in convincing terms. Out of your love for the 
whole Church, then, pray for divine guidance of Lambeth Conference. 


THE PARISH OFFERING for the ACU, at the time of this writing, 
amounts to $548. $250 of this is from the parish budget and $298 from indi- 
vidual contributors. It is hoped that every parishioner will give a bit to this 
cause.

THE FEAST OF THE EPIPHANY, Tuesday, is one of the major 
chapters in the Christmas cycle of holy days. It is one of the great festivals, 
not only beautiful with its appealing account of the adoration of the Wise Men, 
but theologically significant because of its demonstration of Our Lord’s being 
God and King of all peoples. Its secondary title is “The Manifestation of 
Christ to the Gentiles,” a revolutionary conception of the role of the Saviour 
compared with that which the Jews had expected their Messiah to be. It was 
a dramatic portrayal of the universality of Our Lord’s sovereignty. This is a 
day when those who love Our Lord wish to join the Magi in kneeling before 
“the young Child with Mary His Mother” for worship of Christ the King. 
Many out of love and devotion will receive Him in the Blessed Sacrament. At 
S. Clement’s we shall have three Low Masses and, in addition, a Solemn Mass 
and Benediction.

NEWS! NEWS! CHRISTMAS NEWS! It is a great happiness to 
report to the Parish that as of last Sunday, the Christmas Offering amounts to 
$3200. Announcement was made that every penny of the offering will be used 
to reduce the debt for the new roofs on the Parish Hall and Clergy House and 
the repairs to the Church roof. The debt has been $12,000 and this generous 
offering will pay more than a quarter of it. Your contribution to the fund is 
an outward sign of your thanksgiving for the Incarnation of Our Blessed Lord; 
it is an emblem of your love for the Christ Child. Because of the high motive 
behind your giving, you may prefer not to be thanked. However, your Father 
Rector and the Vestry do express deep gratitude for your largesse; they are 
appreciative of your response to an appeal prompted by an acute situation. The 
fund remains open for the convenience of those who have not yet been able to 
share in this undertaking. The Christmas Bazaar netted $400 more than was 
needed for the Missionary Quota. This $400 has also been used against the roof 
debt. How much there is for which to be thankful! 


SCYO will have its monthly meeting this evening at which election of offi- 
cers for 1959 will be held. A week from to-night the young people will be 
guests of S. Barnabas’ Church, Haddington. 


THE WOMEN OF S. CLEMENT?’S invite the parish men, women and 
youths,—to the meeting on Tuesday evening at 8 o’clock in the Parish Hall. It 
will be “Family Film Night” with a picture and a talk on the Church’s work in 
Alaska. Refreshments will be served. Parochial interest in the 49th State has 
risen considerably since one of our Clementine youths has enrolled in the Uni- 
versity of Alaska and has reported his activity in the near-by Parish-Church. 


THE JANUARY MEETING of the Vestry has been postponed until

Lastly, this evening at 8 
o'clock will be the Service of Witness at S. Mark’s Church, Locust Street. It 
is sponsored by the local branch of the ACU and has the approbation of episco- 
pal authority and that of the Eastern Orthodox leaders. All of you are asked 
to attend the service and to give support to this testimonial of Catholic convic- 
tion. An attempt is being made to revive the ACU as a strong and constructive 
element in the Philadelphia Church-scene, and S. Clement’s is being relied upon 
to do its part. 


THE CATHOLIC LAYMEN’S UNION will meet at S. Clement’s on 
Tuesday evening. Solemn Benediction will be given at 8, and the meeting will 
follow.

Parish Notes 


BEING ONE OF THE YEARS with a very early Lent, it gives us both 
advantages and disadvantages. The great festivals that follow Easter will come 
before the heat of June. The last one, the Solemnity of Corpus Christi, will be 
Sunday, May 31st. On the other hand, we run the risk of the vagaries of win- 
ter during Lent and we can only hope and pray that ice and snow do not impede 
any of our members from a good observance of the holy season. Lent should 
have a good beginning, which means the making of a rule for self-discipline 
and for attendance at services in addition to Sunday Mass; and it also means 
the making of Confession. Shrove-Tuesday is set apart for coming to shrift as 
a suitable preparation of soul and body for increase in sanctity during the forty 
days. 


ON THE SEVEN FRIDAYS of Lent Fr. Ducker will give a series of 
sermons on “Characters of the Passion.” His subjects will be: Feb. 13th, 
“Peter”; Feb. 20th, “Judas”; Feb. 27th, “Pilate”; Mar. 6th, “Herod”; Mar. 
13th, “Claudia and Herodias”; Mar. 20th, “Barabbas and the Thieves”; Mar. 
27th, “Christus Victor.” These will be given at 8 p.m. when each Friday, ex- 
cept Good-Friday, there will be Stations of the Cross and Benediction. On 
Good-Friday the Litany and Penitential Office will be said at that hour. Each 
sermon will be complete in itself but the series on these notable persons who 
had part in the Passion, concluding with Our Lord Himself, should be wel- 
comed by a large number of our parishioners and friends.

The program will 
be on the work of the Church in Puerto Rico and refreshments will be served.

Clement’s until after the Lenten fast, and it is hoped a goodly number will 
attend. For the convenience of people attending this event, two priests will be 
in the confessionals at 7:30.

A QUIET EVENING for men will be held on a week from Saturday, 
February 28th, from 5 to 9. Reservations for dinner should be made with the 
Sisters, Non-parishioners as well as men of S. Clement’s are welcome to make 
the retreat. 


THE VESTRY held a highly satisfying meeting on February 3rd. The 
Accounting Warden’s report for 1958 revealed solvency in all accounts and fur- 
ther, remarkable progress in reducing the debt for roof repairs. On behalf of 
the Finance Committee he presented a budget for 1959 which makes reasonable 
provision for all the foreseen expenditures of the year. The diocesan authori- 
ties have increased the parochial Missionary Quota for 1959 by $500, to a total 
of $6000, and the large figure is allowed for in the new budget. A few other 
items, including Clergy stipends, were increased. This realistic budget has been 
made possible largely through the generous and often sacrificial giving of you, 
the members of the parish. Many members have increased their pledges; others 
already had been giving a justly large proportion of their income. Your Father 
Rector is deeply grateful for the faith and love and devotion that prompt such 
giving,—and, rather in a personal way,—for your confidence in his administra- 
tion of the parish and that of the Vestry. More than once he has offered Holy 
Mass for you, in gratitude to God that He has so richly nourished you in the 
Christian manner of living, —and in petition that He will bless you for all that 
you give Him of yourselves and your goods. 


CONTINUING IN THE SAME VEIN a bit further, a mystifying ques- 
tion is why such a rather considerable number of Clementines lean so heavily 
on other Clementines to support their parish. The satisfaction of the above- 
mentioned report notwithstanding, there are fewer pledgers this year than last. 
Perhaps some of our people have lost their cards, forgotten about them or 
simply postponed action. We hope that this is the case, and we remind those 
people, “It is better late than never.” When the year arrives that ALL of our 
members (and be assured we love every member and want every one) con- 
tribute a fair share of income to the Church, S. Clement’s will not only be 
solvent but will be able to make many needed improvements to property (ade- 
quate lighting of the nave and sanctuary is one example), and in other ways 
provide for brightening the life of the parish. Pledge cards and boxes of en- 
velopes still are available and we hope that musing on the message of Lent and 
God’s sacrificial gifts to His people will move dozens of parishioners to make 
return for those gifts. 


A NEWLY ELECTED VESTRYMAN attended the meeting and was 
properly welcomed. He is William Pike, who with his family drives from 
Feasterville every Sunday to assist at Mass at S. Clement’s. Mr. Pike is an 
Account-Executive with the Sealtest Supplee Dairy Products Corporation and 
is qualified to give counsel in the many business questions which arise in Vestry 
considerations. He was elected to fulfill the unexpired term made vacant by the 
resignation of Lt. Gen. Milton G. Baker. For several good reasons, Gen. Baker 
has been unable to attend recent meetings and he therefore felt he should give 
his place to another. We have regretted his resignation and are deeply grateful 
for his wise advice on many matters through the years and his generous gifts 
to the parish. General and Mrs. Baker continue as parishioners of S. Clement’s 
and we hope they always will do so. 


THE ANNUAL PARISH MEETING will be held on Monday, March 


2nd at 8 o’clock. At this meeting more details of parish-business will be re- 
ported and four vestrymen will be elected for a three-year term.

for the election.” The Secretary, who will accept written nominations of candi- 
dates before the time of the meeting, is Mr. Thomas H. Clark.

THE QUESTION HAS BEEN ASKED several times lately as to posture 
during Et Incarnatus est in the sung Creed. The general rule is: if the people 
are standing at the time the Incarnatus is about to be sung, they kneel for this 
passage; and if the people are sitting when the Jncarnatus is about to be sung, 
they remain seated, and bow during the passage. At S. Clement’s on most Sun- 
days the Sacred Ministers arrive at the sedilia at just about the time the choir 
will sing the Jncarnatus and therefore as the Sacred Ministers sit, the people 
usually kneel. All quite proper. Occasionally the music is more elaborate and 
causes a few minutes to pass during which the Sacred Ministers are seated and 
the people still standing. A safe rule to adopt is to genuflect when the Sacred 
Ministers recite the Incarnatus and genuflect at the altar; sit when the Cele- 
brant sits at the sedilia; bow when the choir sings the Incarnatus. However, be 
prepared to genuflect if you are standing when the choir begins this passage. 
The two exceptions to sitting while the choir sings these sacred words are 
Christmas Day and the Annunciation, when everyone, including the Celebrant 
of the Mass, humbly kneels in honor of the fact of God the Son’s taking human 
flesh. In becoming accustomed to the routine it is suggested that the congrega- 
tion follow the priest, or priests, in choir. 


CONFIRMATION will be administered in S. Clement’s Church by the 
Bishop of the Diocese on Sunday, April 19th. Any persons wishing to be con- 
firmed, please speak this week to the Priests or Sisters.

Pariah Notes 

THE ANNUAL MEETING of the Parish manifested both a good record 
for 1958 and a wholesome spirit for the future. The devotional societies have 
a very goodly number of members and lend valuable support to the spiritual life 
of the Parish. The Guild of All Souls is the largest of the three and besides 
carrying out its program of prayer and worship has been able to give material 
backing to the Parish and to the Guild at its national level. The Confraternity 
of the Blessed Sacrament and the Society of Mary are, in each case, only a 
little more than half as large as the Guild. The purposes underlying these two 
organizations have the general approval, in principle, of our parishioners and it 
is hoped more will become active members of them. There are no meetings; 
the only obligations are that of believing and practicing the Catholic Faith (ex- 
pected of Clementines anyway), and offering the prayers of the respective so- 
cieties. Last October there was a corporate Holy Communion of the three or- 
ganizations and it is planned to have this repeated annually. Reports of activi- 
ties and plans also were made by officers of The Women of S. Clement’s, the 
Cross and Anchor Society, the American Church Union, the Order of S. Vin- 
cent and S. Clement’s Youth Organization. The Accounting Warden’s report 
showed an excellent financial record for 1958. 'The reduction of the Roof Debt 
of over $12,000 to $6500 within a few months was an amazing accomplishment. 
Credit for the reduction of debt and the balanced budget for 1959 goes to the 
loyalty and generosity of the nucleus of parishioners who give and give of 
themselves and their means. God has indeed been good to us with His benedic- 
tions of grace, and His disciples’ gifts for maintaining our beautiful House of 
Worship. 

THE RETIRING MEMBERS of the Vestry were returned to office for 
another three-year term. Other men were nominated,—any of whom would 
have been helpful and loyal officers of the corporation. In the past three years, 
the extent of the present rectorate, four memberships, or one third of the Ves- 
try, have been changed. For the sake of continuity of policy and stability of 
administration, the retaining of present members may be wise. At any rate, 
your Father Rector is deeply grateful for the earnest and constant moral and 
spiritual support of the Wardens and Vestrymen and is happy to give public 
acknowledgement of the same. 

THIS EVENING Father Ducker will preach at S. Martin’s Church in 
Marcus Hook. On Saturday the Father Rector will preach at the noon-day 
service at S. Stephen’s Church on 10th Street. 

CONTRIBUTIONS for the Easter Charities and Easter Flowers are now 
receivable. Again, the request is made that gifts be given to the Priests or 
Sisters as early as possible so that we may know our financial status. At Christ- 
mas we overestimated the amount that might be received for flowers and while 
the altars and shrine were glorious, we spent twice as much as we actually re- 
ceived. Not an approved business method! 

ON PALM SUNDAY we shall again have the assistance of the Rev. 
Fathers Alfred M. Smith and Alfred Q. Plank for deacons of the solemn chant- 
ing of the Passion of Our Lord. They will have the same parts in the Mass of 
the Pre-Sanctified on Good Friday. 

ARE YOU FILLING your Lenten self-denial envelope? This offering 
will be applied toward our Missionary Quota. How wonderful to think that the 
savings from your denials of luxuries during Lent will help in bringing Our 
Lord’s grace to somebody who, without your help, might not have that joy and

Parish Notes 


HOLY WEEK means a great deal to every Churchman but to those in a 
parish situated as S. Clement’s is it should have special significance. A large 
number of our members do not keep Lent in their parish-church other than by 
their attendance at Sunday Mass. There is no appreciable increase in numbers 
at the week-day Masses, except on Wednesday noons. Even the Friday night 
service does not draw more than a third of the people who attend on Sundays. 
We trust that many go to parishes near their homes. At any rate, it is under- 
stood that most of the absentees cannot travel to their own parish on week-days. 
Holy Week, then, for Clementines is opportunity for larger attendance. It is 
hoped that all of those who have not been “regulars” during Lent will be in the 
church frequently this week. 


THE SERVICES will be the same as those of last year. Your attention is 
drawn in particular to two of them. In the GOOD-FRIDAY LITURGY the 
laity again will have opportunity to makl:e Holy Communion. ‘This is a restora- 
tion of ancient usage. Receiving the Blessed Sacrament on this day is a sharing 
in the Sacrifice of Our Lord; it is taking part in making the divine oblation. 
Many came to the altar last year and it is hoped a larger number on Friday will 
make this sacramental and devotional alignment with Our Savior in His full, 
perfect and sufficient Sacrifice for the sins of the world. . . . If any people 
cannot remain through all of the PREACHING OF THE PASSION from 
1:30 to 2:30, will they kindly enter or leave only during the hymns? Entrances 
and exits during the addresses are distractions. THE EASTER VIGIL will 
start at 10:30 and the First Mass of Easter at midnight when the faithful may 
make their Easter Holy Communion. It is expected, of course, that those who 
attend Midnight Mass will also be present for the Liturgy of the Vigil. Chang- 
ing this service from early morning to late evening was welcomed by many last 
year and was well supported. We confidently expect this year that many more 
will avail themselves of the opportunity of assisting in this glorious liturgy. De- 
votional wisdom and liturgical propriety should lead the midnight worshippers 
to return to the Solemn Mass at 11 for the more festive celebration of this 
high day. 

THE FAITHFUL ARE REMINDED not only of the ancient Catholic 
precept of receiving Holy Communion in Eastertide but also of the precept of 
making sacramental Confession at this season. Adequate hours are provided in 
the kalendar but if any members cannot come during those hours they may make 
appointments with the Priests. The Sacrament of Penance is a precious gift of 
Our Lord’s mercy and justice; the Sacrament is first a matter of obligation, but 
it is valued and revered because it is a sign of God’s unbounded love.

S. Clement’s at 4 o’clock. All parishioners and their friends are invited.

The Great Diocese of Pennsylvania 


The early settlers in Pennsylvania were Dutch, Swedes, English 
and Welsh. The Swedes established Gloria Dei in 1642. 200 years later 
it became part of the Episcopal Church. 


Old Christ Church was established in 1695. By 1712, there were 
10 Episcopal Churches in this area, all under the direction of the 
Church of England. Missionaries sent out by the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel, established in 1701, ministered to many 
of these early Churches. 


After the Revolutionary War, in 1784 the Rev. Dr. William 
White, rector of Christ Church, together with representatives of the 
other Churches in Pennsylvania organized the Diocese. Dr. White was 
consecrated Bishop in 1787 in England. Bishop White is given credit 
for the establishment of many Diocesan and secular organizations. 


In 1836, he was succeeded by Bishop Onderdonk. Then came 
Bishop Potter, the great organizer, 1845-65. He started some fifty 
Churches and various institutions such as the Episcopal Hospital and 
the Divinity School. 


Bishop Stevens (1865-1887) continued the development of the 
Diocese and was responsible for the organization of sixty-three 
Churches. During this period, the Diocese was divided and the present 
area established. The Churches in the rest of the state eventually 
becoming four other Dioceses. There followed in succession, Bishop 
Whitaker (1887-1911), Bishop Mackay-Smith (1911), Bishop Rhine- 
lander (1911-1923), Bishop Garland (1924-1931) and Bishop Taitt 
(1931-1943). 


Today under Bishop Hart, who has served since 1943, we have 
204 Churches, 86,202 Communicants, 27,226 Sunday School scholars 
and 18 institutions. The Bishop and the Suffragan, together with the 
Deans of the Convocations have extended the missionary work of 
the Diocese into many newly developed areas. 


The Diocese of Pennsylvania is the second largest Diocese in the 
American Church.

Swedish parishes that now form part of the Diocese; (3) a black border with 
white discs, the elements of the arms of William Penn, who founded the Colony 
of Pennsylvania and (4) of the Mitre, key and Pastoral Staff found on Diocesan 
Seals. The Greek words are from Hebrews 13:1, “Let brotherly love continue.”

EVERY PARISH AND MISSION in the Diocese has been asked to 
observe on this Sunday the 175th Anniversary of the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 
S. Clement’s, whose own history covers more than half that span, is happy to 
have part in the celebration. To-day is the Feast of the Finding of the Holy 
Cross. There is an apparent connecting theme between the Feast and the local 
observance. The one points out the recovery from utter neglect of the actual 
Holy Cross on which Our Lord offered His sacrifice on behalf of mankind and 
the other points out the organizing of the Church in this area for the purpose 
of honoring Our Blessed Lord and the Eucharistic Sacrifice of the Holy Cross. 
The services in each congregation to-day are intended to constitute the observ- 
ance of the anniversary for the total membership within the Diocese; only in 
this way could every person have part in the celebration. To-morrow evening 
there will be a Mass Meeting at the Academy of Music at which the Presiding 
Bishop will give the address. Attendance at this obviously is limited and only 
a few tickets have been allotted each congregation for the use of Convention 
Deputies and other officers. The Clergy will vest at S. Mark’s Church and 
process down Locust Street to the Academy, headed by the band of Valley 
Forge Military Academy. 

THE 175th ANNUAL CONVENTION of the Diocese will open to- 
morrow afternoon at Holy Trinity Church and will continue through Tuesday. 
The Deputies representing this parish are Mr. Clark, Mr. Cooper and Mr. Pike. 
‘The Alternate Deputies, who will serve in case of the inability of Deputies, are 
Mr. Booth and Mr. Reiter. 

AT THE REQUEST of the Diocese a special offering is being received 
to-day for the endowment of the episcopate. The Vestry voted to give support 
to this project which is a thank-offering for the 175th Anniversary. Envelopes 
are available for your gift to this fund. Checks should be made payable to 
S. Clement’s Church; the total parochial offering will be forwarded to the di- 
ocesan office. 

ON THE ROGATION DAYS, the Litany of the Saints will be offered 
following the 7 o’clock Mass. The intention of these devotions is to pray God’s 
blessing not only upon the spring planting, but also upon all creation and espe- 
cially upon Holy Church. 

ASCENSION DAY, the feast of Our Lord’s culminating triumph, is 
Thursday, and a day of obligation to hear Mass. From May 8th to 16th a No- 
vena to the Holy Ghost will be kept in preparation for the Feast of Pentecost. 
The devotions will be offered at the 6 o'clock Novena.

A WEEK FROM TO-DAY is the Feast of Pentecost, one of the three 
top-ranking Christian festivals. According to the Church of England, from 
whose discipline the American Church intends not to depart, it is a season of 
obligatory reception of Holy Communion. It is a glorious celebration in honor 
of God the Holy Ghost; in order to give emphasis to the festival a Solemn Pro- 
cession will precede the Solemn Mass. Let us mark the holy day by having 
every member present in the Parish-Church for Mass and having as many mem- 
bers as possible receive the Blessed Sacrament in S. Clement’s Church. 


THE ANNUAL CHOIR CONCERT will be held next Sunday at 4 p.m. 
A most excellent program has been prepared and deserves the moral and ma- 
terial support of all members. Opportunity has been offered for all of you to 
be Patrons of the Music of our Parish-Church; the names of Patrons will be 
printed on the program. The contributions of Patrons and the collection taken 
at the concert will be used for two purposes: to pay the expense of the concert 
and to provide a summer-outing for the choir-boys. To-day is the last day for 
members and friends to enroll as Patrons and have their names on the program.

TO-DAY IS THE FESTIVAL devoted to the greater glory and worship 
of God the Holy Ghost. Pentecost and Christmas and Easter are the most sol- 
emn holy days of all the year and should receive equal recognition from all 
Christian people. We often are critical of the commercial emphasis of Christ- 
mas and Easter but apparently Church people are more influenced by the secular 
observance of those days than they realize. In this country there is no secular 
celebration of Pentecost,—no greeting cards, flowers or presents, and hence the 
festive keeping of Whitsunday suffers somewhat in comparison with that of the 
other two days. The situation presents Churchmen with an interesting chal- 
lenge. How can we make Pentecost, lacking commercial appendages, as signifi- 
cant and as popular as Christmas and Easter,—fill the Church on this day and 
successfully appeal to every member to receive the Blessed Sacrament on this 
Holy Day? Something more moving is needed than only to teach the doctrine 
of the Holy Spirit. What that “something” is,—without resorting to novel- 
ties—, is the hard question to which we should like to find an answer. 


THE ANNUAL CHOIR-CONCERT will be at four this afternoon. 
Everyone already knows of the program and the guest-performers, and every- 
one also recognizes the high standard attained by our choir. ‘This notice is a 
last-minute appeal to every Clementine to attend and to bring one or two guests. 
The concert will be followed by a social-hour in the Parish Hall to which all 
are invited. The collection, after expenses of the concert have been allowed, 
will be used for the choir-boys’ summer outing. 


WEDNESDAY, FRIDAY AND SATURDAY are Ember Days when 
your prayers are asked on behalf of those studying for Holy Orders, and for an 
increased number of vocations to the priesthood. Many ordinations take place 
during Whitsun-week and your prayers are requested for the fulness of God’s 
blessing upon the young men being admitted to this life of grave responsibility 
and high privilege.

S. Mary the Virgin, N. Y. He has been confessor to many religious and parish- 
priests, advisor and lecturer; in these and in other roles he has become a valued 
and revered priest-friend of a countless number of Churchmen. He died on 
Sunday afternoon, May 10th, while returning home from making parish-calls. 
The large Church of S. Mary the Virgin was nearly filled for the Solemn 
Requiem Mass, and the Suffragan Bishop of New York conducted the absolu- 
tion over the bier. S. Clement’s Church was officially represented at the funeral 
by the Rev. Fr. Ducker. May the soul of Everett, Thy Priest, rest in peace and 
enjoy the fellowship of Him in Whom he hoped and believed.

Parish Notes 


THE VESTRY will hold its last stated meeting before the autumn on 
Tuesday of this week at 4:30 at the Clergy House. 


THE JUNE FETE is another Tuesday event and also an event of Thurs- 
day. On both evenings at 8:30 the Cross and Anchor Society will present 
“BUSTLES AND BEAUX,” a play with music. The Parish Hall has been 
equipped with an enlarged stage, foot-lights, and a temporary proscenium. 
Some costumes for the 1888 setting have been designed and made for the pro- 
duction by Mrs. Ralph Moore while others have been rented. Miss Josephine 
Barron has written the play and is directing its staging; Edward Loeffler has 
composed eight of the songs; Mrs. Frederick Cooper has arranged an old 
French folk-story as the lyrics of one song and your Father Rector has in- 
vented some rhymes for the remaining seven. The usual festival of straw- 
berries and ice-cream will follow each performance. Tickets are usable either 
night. If you have not yet procured tickets you are advised to purchase them 
to-day. Demand is heavy and the management is trying to guard against over- 
selling the seating capacity. 

WHILE WE STILL are within the aura of Corpus Christi we shall profit 
by thinking further about the Real Presence of Our Lord in the Holy Sacra- 
ment. In his recent book “The Old Religion” Canon J. L. C. Dart devotes 
his talents to defending the Prayer Book as teaching the Catholic Faith. Part 
of his section on the Prayer Book’s upholding of Transubstantiation follows: 

“The doctrine is easier to accept to-day than it has been in the past. About 
one hundred years ago scientists taught that matter was made up of separate 
and distinct atoms, whose nature was quite different. For people who believed 
that to be true, transubstantiation involved the miracle of transmuting atoms 
into something contrary to their very nature—a thing which seemed as fabulous 
as the philosopher’s stone. But now we know that the substance of all matter 
is electricity. It is the very same everywhere, and the different atoms are 
merely electricity arranged differently. In consequence transmutation, so far 
from being incredible, is continuously taking place. For those who believe in a 
God who creates, and who can see, as the latest scientific teaching asserts, that 
creation proceeds continuously through the unending bringing into being of 
atoms in their simplest form, which are changed into more and more compli- 
cated forms, the doctrine of transubstantiation is not very difficult to hold. 
There would seem to be no question that God could, if he wished, do upon our 
altars the same kind of thing which he is continually doing in the universe. The 
change of the substance of bread and wine can take place as readily, and as cer- 
tainly ‘as hydrogen is being steadily converted into helium’. (Hoyle, Nature of 
the Universe.) One substance is being continually converted into another. The 
substance of bread and wine therefore, from a purely scientific point of view, 
can be converted into the Body and Blood of Christ. It depends on whether 
God wishes to convert it. Our Lord said he did. ‘This is my body . . . my 
blood’, and he was ‘The Truth, who spake it’. 

“What, then, did our reformers make of this doctrine of the Catholic 
Church? Mountains of books have been written to prove that they rejected it, 
or changed it in some way, but the surprising fact is that they made no change 
whatsoever. ‘They repudiated a doctrine of transubstantiation which the Church 
had never officially taught. They rejected a term which, defined as they never 
defined it, the Church also rejected. Their positive teaching was that of the 
whole Church.”

ONCE AGAIN, it is a joy to draw the attention of the congregation to 
new vestments. The most recent acquisition is for use during Trinitytide and 
Epiphanytide. In order to procure the correct shade of green to harmonize with 
the frontal, the silk damask was bought locally from J. T. Cuthbertson, Inc., 
and shipped to Switzerland where the Carl Moser Studios executed the vest- 
ments according to our specifications. The ornamentation, symbolizing the Holy 
Trinity, is in bright red velvet, gold calf-skin and interesting stitching in black 
and gold. In addition to the small pieces the set includes cope, chasuble, dal- 
matic, tunicle, humeral veil, a most beautiful preaching-stole, and three apparels 
for the amices. Another green set, consisting of cope and chasuble, has been 
provided for summer Sundays. From Canada, it is very light-weight material 
with simple ornamentation. All of these vestments are the gift to the parish 
of Mrs. William Osborn Baker and we express to her deep gratitude for her 
generosity in making this equipment available to us. The Mission Sisters have 
accomplished a successful project in re-making the green frontal by mounting 
new orphreys of red silk which matches the red of the vestments, and for this 
we also are grateful. 


WHILE WRITING OF VESTMENTS, it should be noted that the Altar 
Guild is making satisfactory progress in refurbishing the tapestry cope. A 
handsome dossal is being made for the crypt chapel. It is black and white 
fabric of interesting pattern. Soon work will be started on a new funeral pall 
on which the ladies will embroider lilies to match those on the black altar 
frontal. The Guild meets for work on every second Wednesday evening and 
some of the members also sew on Thursday afternoons. 


ATTENTION IS DRAWN to a new tract now on sale. It is called “Fre- 
quent Confession”. Written by a Roman Catholic Dominican Father in Eng- 
land, it contains helpful suggestions for those who use the Sacrament of Pen- 
ance at brief intervals. 


THE FATHER RECTOR will be away a few days this week to visit a 
cousin in Bloomsburg. He will be in residence most of the summer and take 
holiday in September. 


THE CHOIR-BOYS will sing for the last time until autumn on next 
Sunday. Later in the week they will begin their jaunt to Nashotah House 
in Wisconsin for their annual outing.

Clergy 
and laity were there from California, Oregon, Maine, Florida and points lying 
between these extremities. A day and a half was hardly enough time to cover 
all of the business. The opportunities before the ACU are tremendous and the 
only deterrent is lack of funds. A bold step was taken this year in adopting a 
budget for 1960 of a little over $100,000 and plans were approved for new ways 
of raising some of this large amount. You will hear more about the plans 
another time. S. Clement’s has been generous toward ACU in the past, and 
now with its wider and finer program than ever, the support ought to increase. 
The devotional high-light of the Council was the Solemn Mass in the Presence 
of His Grace, the Archbishop of Capetown. At 7:30 in the morning the Church 
of S. Mary the Virgin was comfortably filled with ACU members and others 
who prayed the liturgy for God’s blessing upon Church and Country.

Parish Notes 


AT LAST THE GREAT FEAST is just before us! For four weeks we 
have been anticipating it liturgically and many of us have longingly been looking 
forward to it for even a greater length of time. Last year the attendance at the 
Carol Service increased substantially and so we continue to have it. It is an ex- 
cellent preparation for the Mass of Christ and your Father Rector encourages 
as many of you as possibly can be here to attend. A good devotional program 
is to come to the Church that evening for confession and the Blessing of the 
Bambino and then Solemn Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament. What better 
way can there be for making ourselves ready for participating in the Midnight 
Mass and receiving the Word Made Flesh in the Blessed Eucharist? No better 
way has yet been devised. The fast before the midnight reception of Holy Com- 
munion should be at least three hours from solid food and alcoholic beverages 
and at least one hour from other beverages. It should be kept in mind that the 
Vigil of Christmas is a day of fast and abstinence and therefore food between 
meals is out of order. The older principle, then, of not eating after the evening 
meal seems the sensible and practical one to observe. Along with confession 
and devotions this physical discipline is a necessary part of preparing for a 
worthy Christmas Holy Communion. 

THE CHILDREN OF THE PARISH will have their holiday party in 
the Parish Hall from three to five on Saturday. This announcement calls for a 
word of warning to parents. Surprisingly and ironically, children frequently are 
deprived of their right and obligation of assisting at Christmas Mass. Parents 
sometimes attend at midnight after the children have gone to bed. They do not 
return to Mass later in the morning and thus the children pass the holiday with 
no Christ-Mass. The party on Saturday is no substitute for Mass. We wish to 
have all the children at the social function and to enjoy a happy time with their 
friends,—but first,—they are to enjoy their right of assisting at Mass on the 
feast itself. 


A WEEK from to-morrow evening, the 28th, there will be a party in the 
Parish Hall for the adults and older youths. The occasions of our parishioners 
assembling for sociability are few and it is hoped many of our members and 
their friends will share in the social evening planned for their enjoyment. After 
Benediction Miss May Lilly will show the colored slides and tell us interesting 
high-lights of her recent European trip. 


THE VESTRY in its meeting of Dec. 7th concluded that the parish- 
treasury is sufficiently healthy that the Christmas Offering may be applied 
against the debt for roof-repairs. Instead of using the collection for the general 
maintenance of the parish, the Vestry will apply every dollar of the Christmas 
Offering toward reduction of the debt. This is good news and ought to appeal 
to every member. The debt now is about $10,000. 

SCYO will have its Christmas party at 8 o’clock on Saturday evening. Mr. 
Curry will again be host at this annual function at his home. 

THE 1960 ENVELOPES will soon be distributed to those who have sub- 
mitted pledge-cards. Many parishioners have not yet returned their cards. Will 
you please do so now? Extra cards are at the bulletin boards.

Parish Notes 


THIS BEING THE FIRST writing of NOTES since Christmas, it is the 
appropriate time to make record of how well the festival was kept by our Parish 
as a whole. The change from 9 o’clock to 11:30 for the Blessing of the Bambino 
seemed to meet with approbation, and the congregation of course was far larger 
than the number who attended at the earlier hour. It is an appealing prelude to 
the Midnight Mass and provides opportunity for devotional preparation for mak- 
ing Holy Communion. After several years of use in our Parish, Charpentier’s 
Messe de Minuit is becoming a Clementine tradition for this feast,—and again 
our choir sang it with a happy combination of reverence and vivacity. We usually 
have only two Masses later in the morning, at 8 & 9:30, but because Christmas 
was on Sunday we returned to 11 o’clock for the Solemn Mass of the Day. To 
our surprise, the 11 o'clock congregation was very nearly as large as our regular 
Sunday number. And as might be expected, many visitors were with us at these 
festival services. The confessions testify to the spiritual fitness of preparation ; 
while the number of penitents was a little less than the number of communicants 
the proximity is a healthy sign. At Easter we usually have more penitents than 
communicants, but we are grateful for the Christmas record. All in all the Holy 
Feast was truly a festival of the Parish-Family, and indeed a most happy one. 

THE PARISH, and the Clergy in particular, are grateful to Father Jacoby 
for offering the Solemn Mass on three successive Sundays and Low Mass on 
several week days of his vacation. 

THE JANUARY MEETING of the Vestry, normally held on the second 
Tuesday, has been postponed to February 14th. 

THE WOMEN OF S. CLEMENT’S will meet on Tuesday evening at 
7:45 in the Parish Hall. The program will be on behalf of the Church Peri- 
odical Club and will include a skit to be presented by S. Anne’s Players of S. 
Anne’s Church, Willow Grove. This is an open meeting to which the men as 
well as all the ladies of the Parish are invited. 

TWO SPECIAL OFFERINGS of the autumn may now be reported to 
the Parish. The All Souls’ Day Offering was $275, and was used as follows:

The Offering for S. Clement’s Day was $1457 and was used for general expenses 
in maintaining the Parish. These offerings represent self-denial and generosity 
which are outward signs of the loyalty of Clementines, and for both the spiritual 
and material aspects of the gifts we are deeply thankful. The Christmas Offer- 
ing cannot yet be reported for we trust it is not complete,—i.e., that some parish- 
ioners will even now send their offering for this holy festival. 

THE BAZAAR may also be reported, even though the figures are not final. 
The Vestry had placed $1200 in the 1960 budget as the expectancy from the 
Bazaar. At the time of the event, the successful raising of this figure looked 
unlikely. But,—somehow, we have made it! The Accounting Warden has re- 
ceived $1200 and he in turn, acting according to the budgetary plan, paid the 
Missionary Quota. This was our final payment to the Diocese, and S. Clement’s 
has met in full and on time its Quota of $6500 for 1960. And for this we are 
deeply grateful. The Bazaar account now has a small balance with which to be- 
gin preparations for the Bazaar of 1961 and this is not too early to dream and 
plan of that fabulous event.

The program, planned in the in- 
terest of Christian Unity, will include addresses by a Roman Catholic priest and 
a Lutheran minister. Ladies who can help serve luncheon to the Clergy at 1 
o'clock are asked to offer their services to Mrs. Arbuckle.

Parish Notes 


A WEEK FROM TO-DAY will be kept as Theological Education Sunday, 
an observance which is officially called for each year by the Presiding Bishop. 
There is every reason to expect the seminaries to need increased financial sup- 
port: the population explosion, more Church-members, more congregations, 
more priests and, of course, more seminarians. More students call for more 
laculty. Faculty stipends must be on levels comparable with those of parochial 
and administrative clergy. Every aspect of seminary planning includes an item 
of increased support. The ones who must provide the support are those who de- 
rive the benefit of clergy,—and they are YOU, dear parishioners and friends of 
the Parish! As in other years, our offering will be given to Nashotah House 
where both of your Parish-Priests received their training. 

ON ANOTHER OCCASION you will hear of the plans for expansion at 
Nashotah House,—for new buildings, including a chapel, and for additional en- 
dowments. And when the time comes, you undoubtedly will be asked to con- 
tribute. The appeal described in the above paragraph is only for the current 
maintenance of the institution. The Very Reverend Father Klein, Dean of 
Nashotah, will preach at S. Clement’s on Low Sunday, April 9th, and he may 
then make known to us some of his plans for developing the school. 

THE CATHOLIC LAYMEN’S UNION will meet at S. Clement’s on 
‘Tuesday evening. Solemn Benediction will be at 8, followed by the meeting in 
the Parish Hall. Continuing his series on Anglican Worthies, the Reverend 
Father Ducker will speak on “Thomas Bray”. The meeting at S. Clement’s is 
the annual opportunity for ladies freely to pass the door-keeper of this custom- 
arily all-male organization. It is hoped that Lady-Clementines, then, will grace 
this gathering in considerable number, and will drink in the sanctified atmosphere 
of this venerable confraternity of the gentlemen of the Church. 

ARE YOU PRAYING the intentions of the Church Unity Octave? It will 
come to its conclusion on Wednesday, the Conversion of S. Paul, and in case 
you have been remiss, there is time to catch up and complete the plan of prayer 
according to schedule. For over half a century this Octave of Prayer has been 
kept by an ever-increasing number of Christians, and apparently the prayers are 
bearing fruit. The ecclesiastical air that is breathed by Catholics is becoming 
clearer, and seems to be friendlier as the years pass. Recently the Archbishop 
of Canterbury called on the Holy Father of Rome. Publicity has not been given 
to the content of their conversations, and the silence in itself is significant. A 
local newspaper carried the story the other day,—and we hope this is authorita- 
tive,—that in the autumn of this year a meeting is planned for the Pope of Rome, 
the Archbishop of Canterbury and the Patriarch of Constantinople! Wonder of 
wonders! Simply the fact that such a conference is discussed carries a deal of 
meaning and encouragement. And so, get to your knees, brethren, and pray this 
week and every week for Catholic Unity. When this Unity has been accom- 
plished we shall be in a position of sounder stability for discussing union with 
the sects that are seeking Apostolic Order. 

REPORTS OF PAST EVENTS always are a bit stale in these para- 
graphs because copy is written ten days prior to the Sunday on which the leaflet 
is used. However, your Father Rector wishes to record his gratitude for the 
holy observance of the Epiphany at the Evening Mass and the spirit of the party 
which followed. The Mass and the Italian Carol were his choice, and he ex- 
presses thanks to the choir and the tenor-soloist for their excellent singing of 
the same, and also to the ladies who arranged the social hour and to those who 
did the accompanying chores. Misunderstanding has arisen as to the year of your 
Rector’s retirement, and so here it is for the record. According to the present 
Canons of the Church, he may retire in September of 1969; he must retire, at 
the latest, in that month of 1973! He is not likely to be called elsewhere,—so,—

Pariah Notes 


ON ASH-WEDNESDAY ashes will be blessed before the first Mass and 
will be distributed at every Mass and at the evening service. Last Sunday’s leaf- 
let carried an appeal for an observance of Lent with a more-than-usual valiant, 
intrepid forbearance of weather and other inconveniences. All that might be 
added to that appeal is that, in view of the sacramental principle, if Lent is to 
mean a spiritual growth and a girding in the Faith there simply must be a degree 
of physical effort. The only historic demand of Lent is the discipline of fasting 
and this is extremely important. But self-discipline without a spiritual goal is to 
travel without arriving. Therefore, along with your self-discipline, each of you 
should have a definite intention for Lent and a rule of devotional exercises for 
accomplishing your intention. The parochial schedule provides ample opportuni- 
ties for assisting at week-day Masses, for making more frequent Holy Commu- 
nion and for taking part in the recitation of Stations of the Cross on Friday 
nights. For the sake of God’s greater glory, for the sake of the corporate spir- 
itual tone of our Parish, and for the sake of your personal spiritual health—do 
enter the Lenten life with animation and determination and, above all, with per- 
severance. 

THE VESTRY will meet on Tuesday at 4:30 at the Clergy House. At this 
meeting two highly important matters will be before the gentlemen: the adop- 
tion of a budget for 1961 and the election of a vestryman to fill the unexpired 
term of Mr. James Booth, who, because of removal from this area, has resigned. 
Your prayers are asked for God’s guidance of the Vestry in these and all other 
matters that may be presented. 

SHROVE TUESDAY NIGHT will be FAMILY FILM NIGHT! This 
will not be as glamorous as traditional Mardi Gras but it will be interesting and 
socially pleasant, and will be our last fling at Parish Hall parties until after 
Easter. A colored, sound-picture will be shown on the work of the Church in 
the Panama Canal Zone, and a lovely film this is, too. No champagne that we 
know of, but there will be good coffee and tea and cakes so that everybody will 
be in fine fettle for Ash-Wednesday morning. The sponsors, the Women of S. 
Clement’s, invite all of the men and women and youths of the Parish, and their 
friends, to attend this party. 

DO YOU NEED A LITTLE PRODDING to hie your way to shrift dur- 
ing Shrovetide? There is little point in calling the day “Shrove Tuesday” unless 
its proper significance is observed. The Penitential Office appointed for Ash- 
Wednesday is a call to repentance, and genuine repentance is a call to the con- 
fessional. Start the holy season with a clean sweep; you will find holy joy in the 
sweet tears of contrition and the gift of absolution. 

CANDIDATES FOR CONFIRMATION are now under instruction. A 
group of boys and girls meets on Saturday mornings for this purpose. If there 
are adults that are interested in receiving this sacrament, will they kindly speak 
to one of the priests so that times for instruction may be arranged? Among the 
frequent visitors there may be some who are not yet confirmed and some who are 
timid about identifying themselves. Please, dear visitors, be assured we are 
happy to have you with us and that we shall be glad to provide instruction when 
your time and ours permits. On Sunday afternoon, the 30th of April the Rt. Rev. 
Y. Y. Tsu, retired Bishop of West China, will visit S. Clement’s to administer 
Holy Confirmation. Forced out of China by the Communists, Bishop Tsu is now 
assisting the Bishop of Pennsylvania and lives in Fort Washington.

Parish Notes 


WE, AT S. CLEMENT'S, to-day are making an offering for Theological 
Education. Last week’s leaflet announced this offering and each of you has re- 
ceived in the mail a further description of the needs of Nashotah House. We 
have one Clementine at that seminary at present and expect to send more. If any 
of you have thought you would skip contributing this year, please revise your 
thinking. And if any have forgotten their offering to-day, you may submit it 
later. The fund will be held open for about a month and we hope very much the 
total will be increased over the average amount we have sent to Nashotah. 


THE PURIFICATION OF OUR LADY is Thursday of this week, and 
do you recall what parochial anniversary this is? Your Father Rector has a keen 
remembrance of it. One year ago, after prayerful deliberation and, yes, with a 
feeling of “How will it be received?” he announced the first Evening Mass at 
S. Clement’s. In view of long-established, venerable, praiseworthy traditions of 
Holy Communion only in the morning, and Holy Communion only after fasting 
from midnight, the innovation carried elements of risk. Never will he forget the 
Church that night. The nave, usually dusky even when electric-lighted, gleamed 
with the shine of candles during the Candlemas ceremony; the Lady-hymns were 
stirringly and enthusiastically sung; and the congregation looked to be nearly as 
large as that on a Christmas Midnight. He only could think, while going about 
the Church in procession, “Praise and thanks be to God! And thanks be to God 
for a Parish that is open-minded to changes!” It was no stunt. It was a devo- 
tional experience, and the conversion to the principle of Mass-later-than-noon 
has stuck. We have had about half a dozen Evening Masses in this first year 
and not one has been poorly supported by our people, and each of them has at- 
tracted visitors who probably could not get to a morning service. It is note- 
worthy that we began this change on a Lady Feast; we may properly reckon that 
the innovation has been under Her patronage and, as always, She has been good 
to those who honor Her at the time they honor Her Son. Let us keep the Purifi- 
cation, then, not only with our usual intention of the Feast itself, but also in 
thanksgiving: 1st, for the much increased number of the faithful who now assist 
at Mass on greater Holy Days; 2nd, for the increased number of confessions 
and receptions of Holy Communion on these days; and 3rd, for our people’s 
humble willingness to follow leadership in this matter, even though the new way 
was a wide spiritual step from what they had been taught for many decades. 


THE SHRINE DEVOTIONS will be at 5:45 on Thursday. If you can 
arrive that early, please join in the making of responses and the saying of the 
Rosary. The Candlemas Ceremony will be at 6:15, followed by the Solemn Mass. 
Copies of Missa Marialis will be passed to the people and you are asked to lift 
your voices, so that the Liturgy may really be a work of the people. 


NEXT SUNDAY a sale of Baked Goods will be held before and after the 
Solemn Mass. The proceeds will go towards the good works of the Women of 
S. Clement’s. Orders for fudge may be placed with Mrs. Milson to-day or 
through this week. 


DO YOU KNOW that you may make a prayer-offering by providing for 
the sanctuary light, or the lamp at the Lady Shrine? Each light costs a dollar a 
week. This is not an appeal for funds. It is announcement of an opportunity for 
votive offerings. This week, your Father Rector will provide both lights,—the 
lamp before the Blessed Sacrament in thanksgiving to Our Lord for the first 
year of Evening Masses, with many Communions well-prepared for; the lamp 
at the Lady Shrine in thanksgiving for Blessed Mary’s prayers on behalf of our 
Parish, and especially those on behalf of Evening Masses which were innovated 
on a Feast in Her honor. The lamp at Lady Shrine was provided last week by 
Mrs. David Nicastro on behalf of her mother. When you wish to provide either 
of these lamps, speak to one of the Priests.

THE WOMEN OF S. CLEMENT’S sponsor a Bake Sale to-day after the 
9:15 and 11 o'clock Masses. Home-made fudge is available, in addition to the 
various attractive pastries. The fund which underwrites the good works of this 
organization needs bolstering and this sale is a step toward accomplishing a bal- 
anced budget for the ladies’ program of works. 

THE HOLY SEASON OF LENT will be with us in only ten days. Easter 
is early this year, April 2. The earliest it ever can be is March 22 but it will not 
fall on this date in the years remaining in this 20th century. In this period it will 
be on March 26 three times: 1967, 1978 and 1989. However, at this moment we 
are more concerned with 1961 when Easter will be only eleven days later than 
the earliest possible date. This means we may have in one fell swoop, Lent and 
a continuance of severe winter weather. In fact, The Old Farmer’s Almanac 
predicts snow, rain, wind and fog from February right through the first part of 
April. All of this will add to the testing of a Christian’s vocation to live the de- 
vout life and to keep a reasonably good Lent. Your Father Rector would be 
embarrassed to put in print the recent average attendance at week day Masses. 
Won't you do your part in Lent to correct this situation? Some of you who 
travel from outlying parts to center-city for business could stop at your Parish- 
Church for Mass at 8 in case 7 is too early. And the 12:10 Mass each Wednes- 
day should draw more parochial support. The subject of observance of Lent is 
being presented to you in advance so that you may carefully think through your 
plans for the season. Regardless of where you live, regardless of weather, you 
can adopt and keep a rule of self-discipline. On the other hand, your rule of 
public devotional observance depends to a degree upon your domestic location. 
But do not let geography and weather become an alibi. The greater your sacri- 
ficial acceptance of inconvenience and weatherly risk, for the sake of pursuing 
the devout life, the greater honor you do to Holy God. And further,—albeit 
secondary,—the stricter you are in your self-discipline and devotional rule, the 
hinasi and deeper will be your spiritual joy for having been “faithful over a few 
things”. 

THE CATHOLIC CLERICAL UNION will meet on Wednesday at 
Christ Church, Media. The Reverend Father Alberts, Rector, on that day will 
celebrate the 25th anniversary of his ordination to the sacred Priesthood. We of 
this Parish wish him all good things, and assure him of prayers on his behalf. 

YOUR FATHER RECTOR will be in New York from Monday through 
Wednesday, mainly on business for the ACU. On Monday he will preside at a 
meeting of the Planning and Policy Committee which has the responsibility of 
reviewing many Church issues, both constructive and controversial, and making 
recommendations of action to its parent committee, the Executive Board. Later 
on Monday he also will be in charge of a meeting of the Publications Board for 
viewing new film-strips and discussing publications and authorizing distribution 
of both. Through the kind hospitality of the Reverend Father Paul C. Weed, Jr., 
the Monday meetings will be held at S. Luke’s Chapel in Greenwich Village and 
all participants will enjoy luncheon in the cafeteria of the handsome S. Luke’s 
Parochial School. On Tuesday the Executive Board will meet at the Church of 
S. Mary the Virgin. This legislative Board conducts the authoritative business 
of ACU between convenings of the large Council. Thus the American Church 
Union, because of the generous dedication of time and energy by men and women 
elected to office, carries on a herculean task on behalf of the whole Church. In 
this year of General Convention the opportunities and demands will be heavily 
increased, so that additional office help must be employed and many other “ex- 
tras” will be needed. If you are not now a member, do speak to Mr. Frederick 
Cooper, our Parish Chairman, so that you may join those who, with prayers and 
a few dollars, uphold the arms of those who are trying to lead the Church up 
the path which was begun by Keble and Pusey and the other Oxford Fathers.

If not, 
the season is still in its early stages and you can make a late start; and, be as- 
sured, you will be moving in the right direction if you make even a late start in 
adopting a definite rule for Lent. 


THE QUIET EVENING FOR MEN will be on a week from Saturday, 
being March 4th. 


S. MATTHIAS’ DAY, Friday, is the eighth anniversary of the consecra- 
tion of the Rt. Rev. William H. Brady, D.D., Bishop of Fond du Lac. Your 
Father Rector, as Honorary Canon of Fond du Lac, wishes publicly to extend 
not only his own good wishes but those of the members of S. Clement’s Church 
to the Bishop and assure him of our prayers on behalf of himself and his dio- 
cese. The 7 o'clock Mass will be offered with special intention for Bishop Brady 
that, at the intercession of Our Lady and the Apostle Matthias, the fulness of 
God’s blessing will be upon him and that his clarion championing of the Catholic 
Faith will bear rich fruits in the Diocese of Fond du Lac and beyond its borders. 


NOTES ON A DRAMA! During his recent visit to New York for meet- 
ings of several ACU committees, your Father Rector saw a play that holds deep 
interest for all churchmen that have appreciation of the chapters of history that 
have kept the Church the Church. Such a chapter is that of S. Thomas a Becket 
and his determination to preserve the Church’s authority over spiritual matters 
against the king’s autocratic claim to authority in spiritual affairs——later known 
as Erastianism. This historical chapter is artistically and movingly presented in 
“Becket”, a translation of a play by Jean Anouilh, now at the Royale Theatre, 
and recommended for Clementines to see even during Lent. Sir Laurence Olivier 
is a winning, convincing Thomas without being ingratiating. After taking Holy 
Orders his Thomas becomes stalwartly loyal to Holy Church, charitably under- 
standing of people, but never sentimentally pious. Anthony Quinn’s King Henry 
is rough-voiced, earthy and possessed of a combination of ruthlessness and deep 
affection. His genuine love for Thomas is constant, manifests itself even through 
their sharp altercations and is the basis of his unrestrained repentance for rid- 
ding himself of “this man”. A highly amusing episode,—not irreverent,—is a 
conference on England’s impasse between the pope and Cardinal Zambelli. With- 
out being lavish, the production is handsomely designed by Oliver Smith. As to 
the French author’s play, its character is far removed from the rhapsodic beauty 
of the poetry in T. S. Eliot’s “Murder in the Cathedral”. Comparison is unfair, 
however, for their only common ground is the story of Thomas and Henry. 
Anouilh’s script is direct and Miss Hill’s translation possesses prose rhythm and 
a literary freshness often lost in the move from one language to another. It is a 
good play both to see and to hear. 


THOSE OF YOU WHO ARE across-the-ocean-travellers should give 
consideration to making pilgrimage to Walsingham this summer. 1961 is the 
900th anniversary of the appearance of the Blessed Virgin to the Lady Richeldis 
and the founding of the Shrine of Our Lady of Walsingham. The American 
Express Company has announced three pilgrimages in May, June and July. Each 
tour will be about five weeks, starting in New York and ending in Paris. De- 
scriptive folders are in the narthex and more detailed information may be had at 
the American Express office on Chestnut Street. The Rt. Rev. F. William Lick- 
field, D.D., Bishop of Quincy, will be Spiritual Director of the first pilgrimage. 
Here is rare opportunity for a jolly and holy outing. At least a few Clementines 
ought to be among the pilgrims.

AT THE MEETING OF THE VESTRY on February 14th, Mr. Henry 
Hagert was elected to fill the unexpired term of Mr. James Booth, class of 1963. 
Mr. Booth still is a member of the Parish but resigned because of changing his 
residence to his farm at Elkton, Maryland. The Vestry recommended to the 
Rector an innovation which the gentlemen hope will be appreciated as a contri- 
bution to the morale of the Parish. The recommendation is that, in gratitude 
for their support of the program of the Parish, the names of those who have 
made pledges for maintenance of the Parish be published in the leaflet. In co- 
operation with this constructive recommendation, the Rector within the next few 
weeks, will publish the list of pledgers in a Sunday leaflet.

However, this sug- 
gestion remained in the category of suggestion and has not as yet become a re- 
commendation. 

A QUIET EVENING for men will be held on Saturday, under the direc- 
tion of the Father Rector. The first address will be given at 5 and the program 
will close at 9. Reservations for dinner should be made with the Priests or the 
Sisters as early as possible. 

THE REVEREND FATHER E. FRANK SALMON, D.D., will be the 
preacher at Solemn Mass next Sunday. We have such a thankful remembrance 
of his sermon at the Mass of S. Clement last November that all parishioners 
look forward to his return to our pulpit. 

A HANDSOME GIFT has recently been received by S. Clement’s. It is a 
gold and silver monstrance of contemporary deisgn and for use mainly in S. 
John’s Chapel. It is several inches taller than the lovely small, traditional mon- 
strance that heretofore has been used in that chapel, and will harmonize well 
with the new altar and reredos. The late Richard C. Martin was a devoted lay- 
man and loyal member of S. Clement’s. When he died in May 1960 he not only 
left two financial bequests to the Parish but also his family sterling. His in- 
structions were that the silver be melted and made into a chalice and paten or 
other sacred vessel of the Rector’s choosing. In addition to his other bequests 
he provided sufficient funds to cover the cost of having the vessel made. The 
Parish does not need another chalice and paten, and it was felt a somewhat. 
larger monstrance of contemporary design would be an asset to S. John’s Chapel. 
During Lent it will be used for Benediction at the high altar in place of the more’ 
elaborate festival monstrance. The vessel was designed and executed by Louis 
Glasier of New York, a talented and highly respected silversmith and himself a 
loyal Churchman. By Mr. Martin’s direction, this gift has been made in memory 
of his mother, Lucretia, and it is so marked. Those of us who knew Mr. Martin 
have a happy memory of him and his active participation in the devotional life 
of the Church. S. Clement’s is deeply grateful for his gifts. May the souls of 
Richard and Lucretia rest in peace and light perpetual shine upon them. 

OUR PIANO TUNER has given notice that the piano in the Choir-room 
is at the point of demise. The sound-board is not only cracked; it is disintegrat- 
ing. New strings are needed and also repairs to the block to prevent the strings 
from slipping. To make the old thing usable would cost $500 and it still would 
be an outworn relic of its noble past. Actually there is not need for a new in- 
strument. Does anyone know of a good second-hand grand piano that might be 
given to the Parish? The cost of moving will be provided if an instrument is 
given. Our Choir produces music of such superior quality with this tinny box 
for rehearsals that one wonders what heights will be attained when it practices 
to the sweet sound of music of a good piano!

WHEN PALM SUNDAY arrives eyes often become focused on Easter 
Day as being the next “big day”. To be sure, it is “big”. But the intervening 
days make it that. Holy Week must be taken step by step in order for Easter 
to be in scale with the Church-year. On Lady Day, Eternity humbled Itself to 
join forces with Time. This week we stand, not tip-toe and reaching upward, 
but with our feet firm on the earth earthy, peering ahead through the partitions 
of Time to the glories and mystery of Eternity itself. We mainly take this stance 
on Holy Thursday at the commemoration of the eternal Eucharistic Offering; 
on Good-Friday at the solemn remembrance of the Eternal Sacrifice of God’s 
Son; finally on Saturday night and Sunday at the Vigil of Easter and then at 
the celebration of the Resurrection of the eternally living Son of God. Each day 
of Holy Week is opportunity for glorifying Almighty God and for uniting our- 
selves in unique and close fashion with Our Blessed Savior. Every Clementine 
should make prodigious effort to attend at least one service, either morning or 
evening, every day this week, and thus really walk the Way of the Cross with 
our Lord. This is an obvious method of denying yourselves, taking up your cross 
daily, and following Him. 

FATHER ALFRED Q. PLANK will assist in the Parish Monday through 
Saturday of this week, and we are.most grateful to him for coming to S. Clem- 
ent’s. He will give four addresses at the evening services. They will be a series 
of meditations on Our Lord’s Passion, as follows :— 


Monday 1: sasnarcans The Day of Authority

Wednesday ......... The Day of Retirement (Silence) 
Good Friday ........ The Day of Suffering

The Reverend Father Ducker, 
continuing his series of addresses, will speak on “Jackson Kemper”.

It isa day for every Churchman to be in the House 
of God for Holy Mass to speak and sing the glad tidings of the heavenly King- 
ship of Our Blessed Lord. There will be two Low Masses for those who cannot 
be present in the evening but it is hoped that all Clementines who possibly can 
do so will be assist at the 6:15 pm. Solemn Mass. This is provided for the 
purpose of being the great liturgical act of ALL the Parish and you are sol- 
emnly asked to give it support. 

ON TUESDAY EVENING AT 8, will be an open meeting in the Parish 
Hall. Sponsored by the Women of S. Clement’s, the meeting will welcome the 
men and youths of the Parish as well as the women. The Father Rector will 
speak on Our Lady of Walsingham and Her shrine in Norfolk, England. 

MAY IS THE MONTH OF MARY and a suitable time to hold the pro- 
gram mentioned above. And being the 900th anniversary of the establishment 
of the great Shrine in England, 1961 is the year for us of S. Clement’s to mani- 
fest our filial devotion to the parent-shrine. Following the 1960 visit to S. Clem- 
ent’s of the Administrator of the Walsingham Shrine, the Rev. Father J. Colin 
Stephenson, the Shrine of Our Lady of Walsingham bestowed upon the Shrine 
of Our Lady of Clemency a Diploma of Affiliationm—an honor which we highly 
prize. Another tie between the ancient place of Marian devotion and our Shrine 
is the appointment some years ago of your Father Rector to be an Honorary 
Guardian of the Holy House of Our Lady of Walsingham. 

The above all leads to the point that we of the Shrine of Our Lady of 
Clemency will send an offering to Walsingham in honor of the great anniver- 
sary. This announcement is an invitation to our parishioners and our friends 
that receive the leaflet to contribute to the fund. We have over $700 on hand 
and expect your gifts and those of clients of our Shrine to increase it to $900. 
Thus we shall send one dollar for every year of the noble history of the ancient 
Shrine. You may place gifts marked for this purpose on the alms basins at 
Mass, you may mail them to the Clergy House, you may hand them to a priest, 
or you may simply drop your gifts in the coin box at the Shrine.

be in session from this evening to Saturday morning. S. Clement’s will be rep- 
resented by: Barbara Chomko, Bill Pike, Ike Freeman, Tom Rivel and, as coun- 
cilors, Beverly Pike and Martha Cooper. 

VOTIVE OFFERINGS. Thomas Rivel, Sr., provides the lamp at the 
Crucifixion Shrine this week as a thank offering. Even though the leaflet will 
not be published during the summer, the lamps still may be provided by parish- 
ioners or friends. Names of summer donors will be printed in an autumn leaflet. 

A WEEK FROM TODAY this space will carry the names of Patrons of 
Music. Some of those who were Patrons last year have not renewed their sup- 
port but they still may do so today. Sufficient already has been written of the 
boys’ deserving the outing. All that remains to be done is for those that appre- 
ciate the high quality of the young men’s singing to subscribe as Patrons and 
thus provide them with a treat. Names, in order to be included, must be in the 
hands of the Clergy before this evening. 

GIFTS TO THE PARISH. Before the summer is passed, two much 
needed and artistic additions will be made to our equipment. The several donors 
of both wish to remain anonymous. The first is a set of appointments for 
funerals in S. John’s Chapel. It will include an altar frontal, a pall, a cope and 
low Mass vestments. This matching set is being made by the Katherine Morgan 
Terry Studio in Bordentown, N. J. Mrs. Terry, an associate of the Sisters of 
the Holy Nativity, has provided the original designs of ornamentation. The 
black stuff will bear orphreys of red and of an interestingly woven braid, and 
will be highlighted with touches of gold calf-skin. The second gift is a wooden 
processional crucifix of unusual interest. Small crosses will be carved at ends 
of the upright and arms of the cross, and below the linden-wood corpus will be 
a fleur-de-lis, symbolic of Our Lady in Her traditional position at the foot of 
Her Son’s Cross. The oak of the cross will be rubbed with blood-red stain and 
the shaft rubbed with black stain. A substantial matching oak stand will be pro- 
vided. Thus the crucifix can be used at the absolutions of the body even when a 
crucifer is not available. It will be an appropriate crucifix to be carried during 
the recitation of Stations of the Cross. The crucifix will of course be used in 
the Church as well as S. John’s Chapel. It has been designed for this Parish and 
being made by the Cathedral Craftsmen of Waukesha, Wisconsin. We are in- 
deed grateful for these gifts which will do much to dignify the celebration of 
funeral requiems. 

ANOTHER GIFT WILL ONLY BE MENTIONED NOW. After six 
or seven months of correspondence with the Warham Guild of London designs 
finally have been definitely agreed upon, and work has started on a set of white 
vestments for Solemn Mass and an altar frontal. Delivery is expected in the 
late fall, possibly for All Saints. The generous gift of Mrs. William O. Baker 
these will be our very best and most festive vestments. They will be embroi- 
dered with heraldry and Eucharistic symbols, and the several fabrics employed 
are magnificent. They will be described in detail at the time of their arrival and 
a proper “thank-you” will then be expressed. This notice is given in order that 
you may share in the high joy of anticipation.

THE REVEREND FATHER PLANK returns to S. Clement’s today to 
assist Father Davis for the next ten days. This morning and a week from today, 
he will offer the Solemn Mass and preach, and, of course, is in residence at the 
Clergy House. On the past two Sundays the Reverend Father Ducker, after 
having celebrated two Masses in his parish in Lumberton, N. J., rushed down 
here to sing the High Mass and preach. We are indeed grateful to these two 
priests for giving us this most welcome assistance. The Rector would also like 
to give public thanks to Father Davis for assuming all parochial responsibilities 
during these four weeks and for doing so with complete willingness and utter 
graciousness. We look forward to the time when the Parish budget again will 
provide for a second curate. Our program is highly awkward to manage with 
only two priests. 

THE CHRISTMAS BAZAAR COMMITTEE will hold a Rummage 
Sale on Thursday from 11 to 5:30 in the Parish Hall. As these notes are being 
written,—in the torridity and torpidity of this mid-September,—Christmas crisp- 
ness seems far away. Before long, however, the snows will fall and the Bazaar 
will be a reality.

He has entered Nashotah House as a Special Student and if all 
goes as expected he will be made a deacon next summer. We thank God that our 
Parish again has played a part in leading souls to devout service of Our Lord, 
and your prayers are asked on behalf of Maria and Paul.

The day, then, as far as this area is concerned, is 
definitely our day. We love to assemble and offer Mass in honor of our Patron; 
we love to sing the Carol of S. Clement. Inasmuch as our parochial holy day 
and Thanksgiving Day fall together this year there will be no problem about our 
people’s travelling even great distances to be present and share in public worship 
as a Christian family under the patronage of our Father Clement. 


EVERYBODY KNOWS BY THIS TIME that Father Loeffler will sing 
his First Solemn Mass at 10 o’clock on S. Clement’s Day. Parishioners as well 
as your Clergy take pride (we hope this is righteous pride) in witnessing a son 
of the parish ascend the altar and there exercise the highest privilege man at- 
tains,—the offering of Holy Mass. Ordination to the Priesthood is the climax of 
one’s vocation; the offering of the Sacrifice of the Mass is its culmination!

Pariah Notes 

THIS MORNING we welcome to the Parish and the pulpit the Reverend 
Father Joseph Parsell, O.H.C. Yesterday Father Parsell addressed the Asso- 
ciates of the Sisters of the Holy Nativity and last night gave the meditations for 
the Advent Quiet Evening. Today we are glad to have for the sermon the third 
chapter of his Philadelphia trilogy. 

ONLY ONE WEEK remains before we celebrate Our Lord’s Birthday. 
Only one week to make spiritual preparation for Christmas Holy Communion. 
The purchasing and wrapping of gifts, the sending of greeting cards, the dec- 
orating of houses and the planning of festive meals are important and contribute 
to the keeping of the festival. They are appropriate and lovely outward signs of 
our joy and gratitude that Our Lord once came into the world as Man and still 
dwells within our world as Man. But never allow these outward signs to crowd 
you in getting ready for the other and greater outward signs of Christmas joy,— 
the Holy Sacraments. EVERY Churchman expects to assist in offering the 
Christ-Mass and to receive Our Blessed Lord in Holy Communion. In a way, 
this is THE Christmas Sacrament,—for as God came from heaven to be born 
of the Blessed Virgin and showed Himself to mankind on the first Christmas, — 
so likewise, in every Mass God comes from heaven and shows Himself in His 
Divinity and Tis Humanity to the faithful preset at that Mass: THIS outward 
sign of Jesus Our Lord,—this manifestation of the Son of God and Mary in the 
Blessed Sacrament is the apex of our Christmas festival. It is THIS for which 
each of us must take time to prepare. Among devotions and prayers to this end 
will be the other great sacrament of Christian living, the Sacrament of Penance. 
Hours for confessions are frequent but if any parishioners find they cannot be 
here at the appointed hours, they need only ask a priest for an appointment and 
it will be arranged. It is such a happy season, but is truly happy only if first 
it is holy. 

1961 GIVES US THE SHORTEST ADVENT that the season ever can 
be,—three weeks and one day. A compensation for this shortening of the season 
is Kalendar’s giving us the Solemn Vigil of Christmas on Sunday. By ancient 
tradition, the Mass of the Vigil takes precedence over that of Fourth Advent. 
The beautiful and fitting Introit is taken from the Book of Exodus, “Today 
shall ye know that the Lord will come to deliver us: and in the morning shall 
ye behold his glory”. In line with this pronouncement, the faithful will assemble 
on Sunday morning to make liturgical preparation, and reassemble at midnight 
or Monday morning to “behold his glory”. The Mass of the Vigil is said, of 
course, every year but usually on a week-day; not until 1972 shall we have 
opportunity again to observe it on a Sunday. The leaflet next week will carry 
the complete text of the Vigil Mass. : 

VOTIVE OFFERINGS. The candle at the Lady Shrine burns this week 
for the happy repose of the soul of the Reverend Father Joiner, being the gift of 
Miss Gladys V. Bly. 

YOUR PRAYERS are asked on the Ember Days for the candidates study- 
ing for Holy Orders and for those that will be ordained during this Embertide. 
S. Clement’s now has two men in seminary and one aspirant in college. You are 
requested to pray especially for these fellow-parishioners on their way to the 
Sacred Priesthood.

Parish Notes 


ON THURSDAY THE CHURCH UNITY OCTAVE will begin and will 
conclude on the Feast of the Conversion of S. Paul. We all should be spurred 
to greater zeal in our prayers for the unity of Christendom by the several en- 
couraging developments in recent times. The genial and cordial attitude of His 
Holiness, Pope John, has by itself colored the inter-Church attitudes with rosier 
hues than it has known in the memory of man since the great schisms divided 
Christendom. A new brand of friendliness has developed and this friendliness is 
a necessary foundation if serious conferences are to be fruitful. According to 
The Living Church of January 7th, our Presiding Bishop recalled his audience 
with the Pope in these words: “Pope John was very hospitable. I walked into 
his private study and he rose and came to me with his arms wide in greeting, 
saying, ‘Bravo’. We had a 40-minute talk, through interpreters. We didn’t dis- 
cuss specifics.” The magazine goes on to report, “Speaking generally of Chris- 
tian unity, Bishop Lichtenburger said the movement may make it possible some 
day for a member of one Church to be received as a communicant by a Church 
of another Communion.” The article concludes with another direct quotation 
from the Presiding Bishop, as follows: “I do not see a unified Church, as such 
—a Church with immense power. There still will be many differences in Church 
government, doctrine, and ceremony—but essentially the Churches will be to- 
gether.” 


Bishop Lichtenburger apparently visualizes Christendom united in a fashion 
similar to that of the Anglican Communion,—a body of national Churches united 
by their common heritage, and by the regular and fraternal conferences of all 
their Bishops. To your Father Rector, this seems to be a reasonable hope,—with 
one exception. “Many differences in . . . doctrine’ would deny the essential 
unity for which we yearn. There might be allowable differences in pious opin- 
ions, but the FAITH OF THE CHURCH is expressed in the DOCTRINE 
OFFICIALLY DECLARED BY THE CHURCH. The Church’s “charter of 
salvation (is) one Lord, one faith, one birth’. However, the Presiding Bishop’s 
general plan is a workable plan, and one we all may pray will be guided to fru- 
ition by God the Holy Spirit. 


THE DAILY MASS INTENTIONS during the Octave will be those pub- 
lished by the American Church Union, and which are on the pamphlets—free— 
at the bulletin boards. If you are unable to be at daily Mass, at least use at home 
the daily devotions suggested on the pamphlet. 


THE CATHOLIC LAYMEN’S UNION will meet at S. Clement’s on a 
week from Tuesday, being January 23rd. Both the ladies and men of the parish 
are asked to save this date and be present for Benediction and the meeting. 


THE ANNUAL EPIPHANY PARTY was held on the evening of Janu- 
ary 5th, following Solemn Benediction. On the night of the Epiphany 1956 your 
Father Rector was instituted in S. Clement’s Parish by the Right Reverend, the 
Bishop of Pennsylvania. While he was in residence and was on duty from De- 
cember 1st, 1955, he then was the Rector-Designate. The late Father Joiner was 
officially the Rector through the remainder of the year 1955. The plan to ob- 
serve this event annually seems a good one and it is hoped the parishioners are 
pleased to share in the festivities. Judging by the response this year, the parish- 
ioners ARE pleased, for it was a happy,—a jolly occasion. Anniversaries always 
prompt reminiscences. Six years do not constitute much of an age,—but in these 
few years several changes have come over the Parish. Death has removed some 
of the stalwart Clementines,—all of whom we miss very much. Through Con- 
firmation and transfers we have gained others,—and we have hopes of increas- 
ingly vigorous parochial life in the future. Prospects for 1962 are bright but the 
year is too young to comment in detail on this matter. At the Annual Parish 
Meeting on March 5th a more complete report will be in order. Your Father 
Rector is deeply grateful for the many good wishes and other comments of good 
will offered to him on Epiphany Eve. He will try by the grace of God to live 
up to them.

THIS AFTERNOON AT S. MARK’S CHURCH will be a function of 
interest to all Churchmen, and most surely to Anglo-Catholics. The General 
Convention 1961 established intercommunion with the Philippine Independent 
Church, by far the largest Church outside of the Anglican Communion with 
which we are associated. Its membership is as large and probably a little larger 
than that of the Episcopal Church. This official step, then, is a major move in 
the present hopes and plans for a united Catholic Christendom. The Reverend 
Father H. Ellsworth Chandlee of the faculty of S. Andrew’s Seminary in 
Manila will address the congregation at S. Mark’s at four o'clock on the subject 
of the Philippine Independent Church. He spoke to the Clerical Union earlier 
this season and the priests were so keenly interested in and favorably impressed 
by Father Chandlee’s report that they invited him to speak again, this time be- 
fore as many laymen as will attend the service this afternoon. The service is 
sponsored by the Catholic Clerical Union as the main event of the Philadelphia 
Branch’s observance of the Church Unity Octave. Following the address, and 
perhaps some discussion, will be Solemn Evensong and Eucharistic Devotions, 
with S. Mark’s choir leading the music. The collection will be given to S. An- 
drew’s Seminary which educates the candidates for Holy Orders from both our 
Missionary District of the Philippines and also the Philippine Independent 
Church. Clementines are encouraged to attend the program and Evensong this 
afternoon at S. Mark’s and to invite other Churchmen to go with them. We hear 
so much of ecumenicalism of a different character that to hear this story of our 
new brethren in this thoroughly Catholic and somewhat colorful manifestation 
of the Faith will be very heartening. Come one and all! 


ARE YOU using the daily devotions for the unity of Christendom as sug- 
gested on the A.C.U. leaflet now available at the two bulletin boards? If not, 
you really ought to begin today. The Octave of prayer will come to its conclu- 
sion on Thursday, the Conversion of S. Paul. This week of praying “that all 
may be one”, started by Anglicans, is now observed by Roman Catholics and by 
many Protestants. 


THE CATHOLIC LAYMEN’S UNION will meet at S. Clement’s on 
Tuesday evening. Solemn Benediction will be at 8, and the meeting will be in 
the Parish Hall. This is the only meeting in the year to which ladies are invited, 
and so it is hoped that the ladies as well as the men of S. Clement’s will be in 
attendance to show hospitality to our guests. The Reverend Father Wappler, 
former Curate, will be the speaker. 


BY THE APPOINTMENT OF THE PRESIDING BISHOP, next 
Sunday is the annual Theological Education Sunday when the sermon will be 
related to theological education and the special collection given to Nashotah 
House. With our having two parishioners new enjoying the benefits of that 
school we should be especially generous in our offering. 


A LETTER has been received from the Elizabeth Price Martin League 
thanking our parishioners who sent packages to the Philadelphia General Hos- 
pital at Christmas. We are pleased to have had part in this program of good 
works. 


REPORT ON THE CHRISTMAS BAZAAR! Parishioners will be 
grateful to know the Bazaar attained its financial goal and went a bit beyond it. 
The Accounting Warden was given a check in December for $1200 to be applied 
on the Missionary Quota,—and this was our main aim. We started the work on 
the Bazaar with a balance of $75 from 1960, and we now have on hand about $90.

_ IN ALL THE PARISHES AND MISSIONS of the Episcopal Church 
in this country and abroad, the congregations are being asked today to contribute 
to the support of our theological seminaries. The special collection is authorized 
by the Church and the day is appointed by the Presiding Bishop. And so, we are 
doing what everybody else is doing today. Our offering will go to Nashotah 
House. It will be used for the maintenance of the seminary and is not to be con- 
fused with Nashotah’s “Decade of Development Fund”. The latter is a fund 
now being raised for the purpose of providing new buildings and additions to 
the endowment. Of this you will hear more at a later date. At present we are 
taking part in the usual campaign for contributions to keep the school operating. 
If you did not receive a special offering envelope in the mail, or forgot to bring 
yours with you this morning, you may pick up an extra envelope at the bulletin 
boards. Nashotah House is not only a top-grade seminary but it teaches and 
practices, by its life of worship and discipline and instruction, the undiluted 
Catholic Faith. It deserves our generous support. 


MASS ON FRIDAY EVENING AT 6:15. Clementines always have at- 
tended the Candlemas Ceremonies in goodly numbers. There is every reason why 
they should do so. The feast, coming just forty days after Christmas, has strong 
Incarnational significance. In fact, the kalendar 1962 notwithstanding, Purifica- 
tion rather brings to its conclusion the Christmas-Epiphany season. As Dr. Pius 
Parsch aptly writes, “The theology proper to today’s liturgy forms a fitting 
transition from Christmas to Easter. The small Christ-Child is still in His 
Mother’s arms, but already she is offering Him in sacrifice.” S. Simeon’s well- 
known words of reference to Our Lord as a “Light to lighten the Gentiles, and 
the Glory of thy people Israel” underscore the emphasis the feast throws on the 
light-theme. Starting with Christmas itself, through Epiphany the light-theme 
moves in an exciting crescendo, attaining a climax in this feast of Candlemas in 
which Christ is shown forth as the Light of the whole world. You, the faithful, 
are even given candles to hold during parts of the Mass,—a further dramatiza- 
tion of Christ Our Lord’s being the Light that shines on all the people about us 
and those far removed from us. Celebrating the ceremonies in the darkness of 
evening seems to enhance their effectiveness. The Light of Our Lord’s character 
shines in sharp contrast to the darkness of the human world; likewise, as a litur- 
gical parable, the light of the candles which symbolize Our Lord the Light of 
the world, shine in sharp contrast to the darkness of the evening and also in 
sharp contrast to the deep gloaming of our nave even when all the electric lights 
are turned on! While the Purification is not strictly a Holy Day of Obligation, 
it nevertheless is a day when Catholics wish to assist at Mass and to have part 
in the wonderful candle liturgy and, if they choose, to march in the glorious pro- 
cession. 


THE NOVENA DEVOTIONS on Friday will be at 5:45 p.m. Will not 
some of you who love Our Lady arrive by that hour and take places on_the 
Epistle side and join in the offering of the Rosary and the other prayers? You 
may move to your favorite location later, but kneel near the Shrine for this 
spiritual exercise. To have a good-sized congregation for the Novena, at least 
on the Lady festivals, is certainly heartening to your Father Pastor who yearns 
for a more general congregational participation in the cycle of prayers at the 
Shrine of Our Lady of Clemency. 


THE CHOIR OF BOYS AND MEN will sing on Friday night. How- 
ever, the ordinary of the Mass will be Missa Marialis by the choir and the con- 
gregation. Do try your best to be here and do lift your voices in the text of the 
liturgy and hymns in order that this may truly be “the work of the people” ,— 
the people’s Mass. On Saturday at 10 o'clock Mass, the choir boys will make 
Holy Communion, and later have breakfast. 


THROATS WILL BE BLESSED at all Masses on Saturday and next 
Sunday.

THE COMMITTEE ON S. CLEMENT’S CENTENARY will meet to- 
morrow evening at 8 in the Parish Hall. Are you wondering, “What committee 
is this?” At the Annual Meeting of the Parish in March 1961 the Father Rector 
appointed a long list of parishioners to serve on a committee to make plans for 
a proper observance of the 100th anniversary of the consecration of S. Clement’s 
Church on April 12, 1964. He expressed the wish that the committee would draw 
up a program of several events to be held at various times during 1964. There is 
at this moment an embarrassed, reddish rectorial face at 2013 Appletree Street 
because nearly eleven months have passed and the committee has not been con- 
vened. Notices, however, now have been mailed to the appointees and it is hoped 
that all of them will be present Monday evening. Two years will not give a 
moment too much time to make plans, revise the same plans and put them into 
operation. The 100th anniversary of the organization of S. Clement’s Parish 
occurred in the autumn of 1955 between the dates of Father Joiner’s leaving the 
Parish and Father Elwell’s arrival. The 100th anniversary of the laying of the 
corner-stone of the church building was in May 1956, only six months after the 
initiation of the present rectorate. The latter was observed with historical dig- 
nity at Solemn Mass one Sunday and with gala informality at a dinner in the 
Parish House on another day. It all had to be planned so quickly but was suit- 
able and highly pleasant. As the baptism of a child is the most important single 
event in his career and deserves an annual commemoration of greater festivity 
than his birthday,—so,—the consecration of a church building is the most im- 
portant event in its history and deserves the most festive commemoration a 
parish can provide. The baptism makes the recipient a child of God, and the 
consecration makes the recipient a House of God. God-willing, we shall have, 
then, a fine celebration in 1964. 


AS WE APPROACH the close of the long Epiphany season, our thoughts 
return to the message of Epiphany itself. The following, by Phyllis McGinley, 
is a good prod as we prepare to make the transition from festive green to peni- 
tential violet.

VOTIVE OFFERINGS. The lamp at the Lady Shrine is offered by an 
anonymous donor this week with the intention of the physical well-being of 
S. Clement’s Church. (In view of the continued in-flow of rain water and the 
continued stoppage of the oil-burner, in spite of expert treatment for both ail- 
ments, this intention is most aptly chosen. It is thought that both problems have 
been solved but certainty is never possible, and your joining Our Lady in Her 
praying for us is an excellent idea.) 


FAREWELL EPIPHANYTIDE! After this unusually long extention of 
the Festivals of the Incarnation we assume violet vestments and move into a 
different liturgical mood. This morning we sing an 11th century hymn described 
in the Hymnal as An Essay on the Church Plain Chant. It is no. 54. It tells in 
verse why we forgo the Allelwia with the coming of the “Gesima” season. Note 
the third stanza. A quaint custom of former days in England was that of the 
Burial of the Alleluia. Choir-boys literally buried in a specified place within the 
cathedral or church an ornamented box containing a handsome manuscript of 
Alleluia, There in darkness it remained from the Saturday before Septuagesima 
and all through the weeks when that word is not used in the Church’s liturgy. 
On Easter Eve occurred the more colorful chapter of the ceremony, for then the 
box was lifted from its grave, and the beautiful parchment bearing Alleluia was 
resurrected and waved to the restraincd but nevertheless gleeful cheers of Choir- 
boys and congregation. A wonderfully devised bit of symbolism, this,—a homely 
dramatization of the discipline of Lent and the triumphant joy of Easter. 


PLANS FOR LENT at S. Clement’s are highly interesting. In fact they 
are a secret that is hard to keep. Soon the schedule will be printed and then you 
will be informed of the good news of who is to visit us and when! 


THE ANNUAL PARISH MEETING will be Monday, March 5th. 
SUPPER WILL PRECEDE THE MEETING. The covered-dish supper on 
All Saints was so successful and so much enjoyed that we shall repeat that 
arrangement for having a meal. More of this later, but start now planning your 
most exciting casseroles and salads.

Parish Notes 


NOW FOR THE EXCITING NEWS that has been so hard to keep a 
secret. LENT is, of course, primarily a season of discipline for the sake of 
spiritual advancement. It is a time of fasting from meat on certain days and 
fasting to a degree from all foods; it is a time of withdrawal from worldly 
diversions that detract from the concentration on spiritual advance. This much 
is taken for granted but at the same time is the hardest part of Lent to observe 
with any degree of strictness. However, it is the basic foundation of the holy 
season and that for which all Churchmen ought now to start to ready themselves. 
Following close behind the discipline very often is a program for enlighten- 
ment,—a program which is important but never should be a substitute for the 
traditional self-discipline. The former establishes the mood for the latter. And 
it is our parochial plan for the latter which we now announce. You will enjoy 
this,—you will gain wholesome enlightenment provided you first follow the tra- 
ditional scheme for Fast and Abstinence. The preachers at the Solemn Mass at 
S. Clement’s on five Sundays will be: 

THE REVEREND J. V. LANGMEAD CASSERLY, D.Litt, A-K.C, 
Professor of Apologetics at Seabury-Western Seminary, Evanston, [llinois,— 
who will occupy our pulpit on the 3rd and 4th Sundays in Leni, March 25th and 
April 1st. Dr. Casserly, a native of London, and educated at S. John’s College 
and King’s College in that city and at London University, is one of the top-flight 
scholars in the Anglican Communion. He was Professor of Dogmatic Theology 
at General Theological Seminary, N.Y., for eight years before going to Evans- 
ton. Not only is he a scholar, but an outstanding speaker in scintillating style, 
and in heavy demand for sermons and lectures. 

THE REVEREND ALBERT J. duBOIS, Canon Missioner of the Dio- 
cese of Long Island and Executive Director of the American Church Union,— 
who will preach at S. Clement’s on the Ist, 2nd and 5th Sundays in Lent, March 
1th & 18th, and April 8th. While Father Casserly is not known to many in our 
congregation Father duBois is very well known; has appeared here on several 
occasions and some years ago made his initial bow in our pulpit. Clementines are 
already familiar with his spirited manner of defending the Faith and of pro- 
claiming the ancient Truths. In his post as leader of Anglo-Catholics he has be- 
come, to many Episcopalians, “Mr. A.C.U.”, and thus has been the target of 
numerous attacks as well as the recipient of fragrant bouquets. He comes to 
S. Clement’s at this season, not so much as Executive Director of A.C.U., as 
the Canon Missioner,—a teacher of the Faith. 

On three Friday nights, March 16th, 23rd and 30th: 

THE REVEREND JOHN AHERN SCHULTZ, Rector of Trinity 
Church, Ambler, and former Curate, will join the Father Rector of S. Clement’s 
in Dialogue Sermons. “Join” is perhaps not the word to use, but it sounds more 
hospitable when writing of a guest than to say “oppose”. However, one will be 
proclaimer of the Truths and the other, more or less, the devil’s advocate. The 
purpose of this plan is not to provide entertainment; it is to teach through a 
unique method. But, by George, the preachers will have fun doing it and they 
hope the congregation will enjoy their presentation. The subjects for the three 
sermons will be “Creed”, “Cult”, and “Code” ! 

On the other three Fridays, excluding Good-Friday, the Father Rector will 
again hold the Question Box. This was so popular last year that it is thought 
the congregation will respond again. 

ON LOW SUNDAY, April 29th, the Reverend Father Malcolm DeP. 
Maynard, Superior General of the Guild of All Souls, and former Dean of All 
Saints’ Cathedral, Milwaukee, will preach at Solemn Mass. Father Maynard is 
an old friend of S. Clement’s and we shall be delighted to have him return, 

THIS IS A GOLDEN OPPORTUNITY for gaining the enlightenment 
mentioned above. Won’t you make this Lent a missionary endeavor? Won't 
you invite friends, especially those who have no attachment to a Church and 
those who have fallen away from regular participation in the Church’s life? Ask 
them to visit S. Clement’s with you, and undoubtedly they will thank you. This 
CAN be our most wonderful Lent in many years. Whether it is or not depends 
upon YOU. 

THE ANNUAL PARISH MEETING will be on Monday evening, March 
5th, following the 6:30 covered-dish supper. Please take note of the chart on 
the bulletin board and sign up for your part of the meal. We want this to be a 
pleasant Parish-Family affair, and it will be that providing the parishioners 
are present !

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Parish Notes 


THE ANNUAL PARISH MEETING will be held tomorrow night fol- 
lowing the 6:30 covered-dish supper. After the election of Vestrymen and other 
official business we plan on holding an informal discussion on parish affairs, the 
1964 Centennial, and any related matters that parishioners may wish to present. 

LENT WILL START on Wednesday of this week,—so late this year that 
we may reasonably expect weather conducive to easy travel and thus to good 
attendance at all services. You have the schedule, and extra copies are available 
at the bulletin boards. You hardly need be reminded that the day before Lent is 
called Shrove Tuesday because of its being a traditional time for going to shrift 
—to sacramental confession. The rich blessings of the holy season are best taken 
advantage of when one is in a state of grace; for this reason Christians for cen- 
turies have entered the season of repentance by first being absolved. DO, 
PLEASE, keep in mind the 12:10 Mass every W ‘ednesday in Lent. Let us try 
and maintain on all Wednesdays the high attendance which we usually enjoy on 
Ash-Wednesday. On Friday night we shall have Stations and Benediction of the 
Blessed Sacrament, and the Question-Box. Because of the great interest the 
questions and their answers stirred last year we anticipate a good response again 
this year. On a week from Friday will begin the Dialogue Sermons between the 
Rev. Father John A. Schultz and your Father Rector. 

THE REVEREND CANON ALBERT J. duBOIS will be the preacher 
next Sunday. He will initiate the series of sermons by two Sunday visitors to 
our parish pulpit,—himself and the Reverend Father J. V. Langmead Casserly, 
D.Litt., A.K.C. We often hear that Catholics do not go to Church to hear ser- 
mons—ihat they go to worship God through the offering of Holy Mass. It is 
very true that a Catholic comes into his Church on Sunday primarily to offer 
Mass but at the same time a Catholic may be edified and much helped through 
attentive listening to the proclaiming of the eternal Truths of his Holy Religion. 
To place high value on sermons is not to be a Protestant. Unfortunately, the 
heaviest emphasis on sermons today is that of Protestants. However, the greatest 
preachers in Christendom have been Catholics,—S. John Chrysostom, S. Augus- 
ee in more recent days on the local scene,—Bishop Weller of Fond du 

Lac, Canon B. I. Bell, Bishop Manning of New York. They OUGHT to be the 
greatest preachers because Catholics have the greatest message to proclaim! 
Therefore, all of you Clementines are not only asked, not only encouraged, but 
you are EXPECTED normally to attend the Solemn’ Mass and join the others 
of your Parish Family in offering the Eucharistic Sacrifice and in hearing the 
Word of God both through the Scriptural lessons and through the teaching of 
the preaching. 

THIS LENT adopt the rule to be at 11 o'clock Mass every Sunday and 
never to come by yourself. Ask another to attend with you. We hope during this 
Lent to recover some of the lapsed, the careless, the stay-at-home-Clementines 
and if you know any of these,—even only one, —do not allow the first Sunday to 
pass without your having tried to get him or her to come with you. And then 
keep up your good efforts,—and my! you will have cause to offer special thanks- 
giving at Easter _—thanksgiving for having helped resurrect at least one dormant 
soul. Next Sunday is the day to start. Let us have a good beginning to our Lent. 

THE FAST OF LENT is well known but we repeat the rules for the bene= 
fit of new members and those who may have forgotten. 

ABSTINENCE from meat at all meals on all weekdays except at dinner 
on Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays and Saturdays (except Ember Saturday and 
Vigil of Easter). This applies to all Churchmen over seven years of age except 
those whose ill health demands, under doctor’s orders, meat at other times. 

FAST is the lessening in quantity of food. Every weekday is a day of fast- 
ing, i.e, very light breakfast (traditionally 2 ounces) ; light collation (tradition- 
ally 8 ounces) which may be taken at either noon or night. There is no restric- 
tion on the quantity of food at dinner; it is to be a normal meal. No food is to 
be taken between meals. This rule of fasting applies to all between the ages of 
22 and 59 inclusive. It does not apply to those engaged in heavy manual labor or 
to those under such mental concentration that their work would be impaired by 
the strict fast. In cases of doubt whether the rule applies, consult the parish 

riest.

TODAY WE EXTEND S. Clement’s cordial hospitality to the Reverend 
Father Albert J. duBois, Canon Missioner of the Diocese of Long Island and 
Executive Director of the American Church Union. He initiates a series of five 
sermons by himself and the Reverend Dr. Casserly. Canon duBois is no recently 
found friend of your Father Rector; he knew the Canon when he was a student 
at Lawrence College, Appleton, Wisconsin, and at the same time was Director of 
the Boy Scouts of that area. Through the intervening three decades they have 
been associated with each other in various Church activities and in the last six 
years have worked closely together on committee projects of the A.C.U. There 
is a good deal of personal joy, then, in having Canon duBois be our first Lenten 
preacher. He will be with us again a week from today. 

FRIDAY EVENING, at Stations and Benediction, we shall have the first 
of three Dialogue Sermons by our good neighbor and a former Clementine, the 
Reverend Father John Ahern Schultz, Rector of Trinity Church, Ambler, and 
your Father Rector. As far as is known, these will be the first dual sermons in 
S. Clement’s. However, they are no innovation to the Church; they constitute a 
venerable homiletical form. Father Schultz will present the positive side while 
the local man will be the adversary. The novelty of presentation lends a degree 
of entertainment which, it is hoped, will attract all of you and many of your 
friends. The fare, however, will be solid theological meat. Tasty, we trust, and 
well seasoned, but spiritually healthful.

S. Patrick and taking a good look at themselves and their spiritual deficiencies. 
The P. P. will give the addresses. Make dinner reservations now with the Priests 
or the Sisters. 

THE VESTRY will meet at the Clergy House on Tuesday at 4:30. Being 
the first meeting after the Parish Meeting, it will be the annual organizational 
session. Officers and committees will be elected or appointed. 

THE APPEAL OF NASHOTAH HOUSE this year has been somewhat 
more fruitful than in recent years. Your Father Rector is deeply grateful that 
the response on Theological Education Sunday and the following Sundays is now 
just $800.00! Checks totalling this amount have been sent to Nashotah and a 
letter of sincere appreciation has been received from Dean Klein, addressed to 
the Parish. You will be pleased to know, further, that in February the Vestry 
voted to pledge to the Building Program of Nashotah House the sum of $1000.00 
on behalf of S. Clement’s Church. It will be paid at the rate of $100 each year. 
Future payments will be made only with the approval of the Vestry then in office. 
During the Decade of Development Nashotah hopes to raise FIVE MILLION 
DOLLARS for buildings and endowment,—all of which can easily be used for 
additions and improvements. Later on, some of you will be asked to make gifts 
or pledges to this fund, and it is hoped you will respond favorably. 

THE LENTEN EMBER DAYS are this week, when you are asked to pray 
especially for seminarians and for more men to respond to the vocation to Holy 
Orders. Wednesday, Friday and Saturday are the Ember Days and days of Fast 
and Abstinence. 

BAKE SALE NEXT SUNDAY! Yes, during Lent, and some of you are 
surprised. In the first place Sunday never is a Fast-day. In the second place, you 
eat something even on the Lenten weekdays, and what you eat might as well 
come from S. Clement’s as a super-market. And so, bake some goodies to be 
sold and then buy some goodies that somebody else baked. Economically, this is 
silly,—but, it works. The hours of sale will be after the 9:15 and 11 o'clock 
Masses. Sponsored by the Women of S. Clement’s for the benefit of their several 
good works.

Parish Notes 


THE REVEREND FATHER ALBERT J. DUBOIS, Canon Missioner 
of the Diocese of Long Island, returns today for the second in his series of ser- 
mons at S. Clement's. Following his excellent sermon of last Sunday, based on 
the collect for Ash Wednesday, his next chapter is eagerly anticipated. His third 
appearance in our pulpit within this season will be on Passion Sunday, April 8th. 

ON A WEEK FROM TODAY we shall have a newcomer to S. Clement’s, 
the REVEREND FATHER J. V. LANGMEAD CASSERLY, D.Litt., Pro- 
fessor of Apologetics at Seabury-Western Seminary. Dr. Casserly is well 
known to those that read Church publications. Among his books are “The Bent 
World” and “No Faith of My Own”, and his articles have appeared in various 
Church magazines. He is on the Editorial Committee of “The American Church 
Quarterly” and is one of the principal literary contributors to that journal. A 
native of London, and educated in England, Dr. Casserly is a brilliant speaker. 
In view of his heavy bookings for addresses, S. Clement’s is fortunate to have 
him travel from Evanston to Philadelphia to be with us on two Sundays. 


LAST SUNDAY saw a marked increase in attendance at Solemn Mass. 
Yet, most of the many visitors attended of their own volition. Not many parish- 
ioners brought guests with them. Perhaps you have friends with you today. If 
you have, good for you! This type of evangelism is part of our parochial plan 
for Lent 1962. Won't you cooperate with this plan next Sunday? Above all, do 
attend the Solemn Mass yourself and try not to come all alone. 


AN ILLUSTRATED TALK on the Church in Latin America will be 
given on Tuesday evening at 8 o'clock in the Parish Hall. Miss May Lilly, our 
gifted Clementine speaker, will tell us this fascinating story. This is another of 
our Open Meetings for both men and women, sponsored by the Women of S. 
Clement’s. Entirely appropriate as Lenten diversion, the program should attract 
a goodly number of our parishioners and their friends. 


ANOTHER DIALOGUE SERMON by the Reverend Father John A. 
Schultz and your Father Rector will be given on Friday evening at 8 o'clock at 
Stations and Benediction. Inasmuch as this leaflet will be printed before the first 
of the Dialogue Sermons has been given, nothing can be reported on its success. 
However, on the basis of the interest manifested in the series, substantial sup- 
port of the services is expected. A word of caution is in order. Even though 
this leaflet and the parish-letter and the publicity in “The Church News” have 
laid heavy emphasis on sermons and preachers during Lent at S. Clement’s, the 
basic motive for attending our services, either Sundays or Fridays, is the worship 
of Almighty God. The instruction is of high value and it should stir the hearers 
to more earnest submission to God’s will and to deeper devotion. Sometimes a 
sermon becomes a spring-board from which a fresh start is made in the practice 
of one’s religion, and sometimes even calls a careless Churchman back to regu- 
larity in worship and in receiving the Sacraments. These all are good possibil- 
ities; they are the reasons for the enlarged schedule of preachers this Lent. Let 
us never minimize the value of sermons, but let us always be worshippers first. 


GOOD NEWS FOR 1964! The annual Parish Meeting on March 5th was 
by far the best the Parish has experienced. The supper provided a pleasant, so- 
ciable beginning and the meeting showed deep concern for the Parish’s welfare. 
The retiring Vestrymen, Dr. Ward and Messrs. Cooper, Clark and Mattis were 
re-elected to office without opposition. A good bit of "time was spent on discuss- 
ing plans for the 100th anniversary of the Consecration of the Church in 1964. 
There was unanimous and enthusiastic approval of the suggestion of a preaching 
mission. The Reverend Father J. Colin Stephenson, Administrator of the Shrine 
of Our Lady of Walsingham, replying to an invitation, has written that he will 
be able to come from England to give us the mission, The favored dates, by 
him and by us, are the week between the Feasts of Christ the King and All 
Saints. More of this later. It is good for us to know now that this international 
leader of Anglo-Catholicism, will be our Father Missioner. 

THE SHROVE TUESDAY storm not only hindered some penitents from 
reaching S. Clement’s but performed some physical damage to the property. A 
metal trap door on the roof of the tower was blown off and smashed. A large 
window on the east side of the tower was blown in and broken to bits and the 
opening admitted piles of snow. We are fortunate not to have suffered worse 
damage.

PLANS FOR PUTTING our property and equipment in good order before 
the 1964 Centennial include a long list. There will be plastering, painting, plumb- 
ing, lighting and many other things. Also many smaller items are to be provided. 
It is to these that your attention is now called. Sometimes your Clergy are asked 
to suggest a not-too-expensive gift for the Church. Here are some things that 
are needed; some are already ordered. Small gifts will be greatly appreciated. 
It is hoped that some of you will wish to furnish one or more of the following: 

Linen for 10 acolytes’ cottas—about $5.00 each, or a total of $50.00. 

Material for 30 choir cottas—about $2.50 each, or a total of $75.00. 

(The making of both of these items will be donated.) 

Two cope-stands (one for each sacristy) @ $23.50, or a total of $47.00. 

Re-silvering and repairs to the large monstrance, $75.00. 

114 red kneelers for the side aisles @ $3.35. 

Eight electric fixtures for S. John’s Chapel @ $25.00, or a total of $200.00. 

(The wiring in the chapel is defective and must be replaced. This is the 
time, then, to install fixtures that will provide more adequate light.) 

An electric light fixture for the upper sacristy to replace the single bulb now 
in use, $100.00. 

(The sacristy is to be painted. The electric work should be completed 
before the painting is begun.) 

The last item on this list (more may appear later) is a larger one. Five 
ranks of organ pipes have not been usable for several years because of 
faulty air-ducts. To make this repair will cost $1600. If all of this is not 
received in one gift perhaps several would like to make partial provision. 
Actually we need a completely new organ, costing from 50 to 60 thousands 
of dollars. This is beyond our present apparent expectation. Therefore 
the repair is regarded as urgent.

S. Clement’s for years 
has had many special collections for various stated purposes. The congregation 
is accustomed to them and expects them. To do justice with them, however, it 
is necessary to keep up to date. Better get the Lenten Offering in good shape 
now, for the Easter Offering will very soon be the order. 


HOW ARE YOU DOING in maintaining your Lenten Rule? Only two 
weeks remain for you to make progress. Dr. Casserly, in his first sermon at 
S. Clement’s, stressed the three aspects of the season: penitential, disciplinary 
and contemplative. If Easter is to mean to you a day of spiritual and moral vic- 
tory preparation for it must be made along these lines. Take full advantage of 
these closing days of the season. Begin to think and examine yourselves now 
for your pre-Easter confession, and plan your resolution of amendment. Antici- 
pation of this act of great mercy on God's part,—His generous and loving abso- 
lution,—is a significant spiritual exercise. In line with the Resurrection from the 
dead, the sacramental forgiveness is a raising of the faithful penitents to a new 
life,—to a new beginning. In part, it is like the benefits of Holy Baptism—so 
closely associated with Easter. The greatest days of the entire Christian year 
are immediately before you. They invite you to a newness of life. Be ready 
for them.

Copies of “THE ORDER FOR HOLY WEEK, the Revised Rites for 
Palm Sunday, Maundy Thursday, Good Friday & Holy Saturday” are at the 
Tract Rack. A new shipment has just arrived from London. Only 30¢ a copy. 
. THE SOLEMNITY OF HOLY WEEK hardly can be over emphasized. 
These are days that are solemn, yes, but not days of long faced lugubriosity. 
Those of you who made the parish retreats for men and women know what is 
meant by beata passio—the blessed or happy passion. We are so profoundly 
thankful for the fact of redemption,—thankful that Our Lord has accomplished 
the atonement, that we truly rejoice in the events of this week. We are deeply 
sorry that Our Lord suffered and died because of our sins; we are moved to con- 
trition because we have failed Him. But our more dominant attitude should be: 
Thanks be to Jesus for our Redemption. Deo gratias. 

LET US TAKE THINGS IN PROPER ORDER. We follow Our Lord 
through the humiliations,—the human disappointments of the early part of Holy 
Week. On Maundy Thursday we go with Him and the Apostles to the Upper 
Room for the institution of His most precious Gift to the Church—the Holy 
Sacrament of His Body and Blood. In His words we hear the forboding of 
sacrificial death; and yet we also hear beyond the words of that day and know 
that this institution means that through all the ages of time Our Lord will be 
present with the faithful in his divine and human natures wherever the Blessed 
Sacrament is. This institution which commemorates His Death also commemo- 
rates His Incarnation. Deo gratias. 

ON GOOD FRIDAY we are in the Church from 12 to 3 to keep a vigil 
of honor for ihe hours He hung on the Cross. The Mass of the Presanctified-is 
a liturgical portrayal of the Passion and Death. In order most intimately to 
share in the Passion we receive Holy Communion on this, the day of His 
Passion. Even on Good Friday with its heavy overtone of grief, we see ahead. 
In the distance we see the Third Day and we know victory is beyond the grave. 
Deo gratias. 

THE VIGIL OF EASTER at 10 on Saturday night is an historical and 
liturgical commentary on Easter,—the Old Testament preparation, and Baptism’s 
close tie to Easter. The climactic sequence to the Vigil is the First Mass of 
Easter itself. The rite still is offered in its curious, telescoped, primitive form. 
And it is as exciting as a liturgical function can be exciting. The Resurrection 
itself is a curious phenomenon,—the Son of God and Mary rising from His 
grave by His own power! THIS MIRACLE CALLS FOR AN UNUSUAL 
RITE. The call is jubilantly fulfilled in the First Mass at Midnight. Deo gratias. 

THE CULMINATION OF THE WEEK is the Solemn Mass on Easter 
morning at 11. Preceded by a Solemn Procession,—singing the praises of the 
Risen Lord,—this truly is the most glorious moment in the Christian year. Again, 
Deo gratias.

Pariah Notes 


WE ARE AT THAT SEASON of the year when, as a Parish, we make 
an offering to the American Church Union. Each spring a collection is taken 
for that organization and each year we try to send a little more than we did the 
previous year. This time we have assured the ACU of $1100 from S. Clement’s. 
Between the Parish budget and private subscriptions $750 have been provided. 
Thus we yet have to raise $350 and it is for this that we now appeal to our 
parishioners. S. Clement’s people do not need to be told of the great contribu- 
tion the ACU continually makes to upbuilding and underscoring the Catholic life 
of the Church. They already know this and value it. Their only question is that 
of how much they can afford to give. You should be reminded of this circum- 
stance, i.e., the usual slump in memberships and in gifts in each year just follow- 
ing a General Convention. When vital issues are scheduled for debate and for 
the ballot at General Convention, people are roused to the point of sacrificial 
giving of funds to uphold the Faith, and to disseminate information. Actually 
there are opportunities in these off-convention years which are just as great as 
those in the convention years. But this lethargy causes heavy problems for the 
ACU, and living within its income becomes a neat trick. Do not let the post- 
convention lethargy overcome you;—rather, multiply your efforts to give gener- 
ously toward this wonderful, Catholic missionary project. Mr. Cooper is our 
Parish chairman. Please make checks payable to S. Clement’s Church, and please 
consider this notice as a personal appeal to you. 

ON THURSDAY OF THIS WEEK John W. T. Weise will be graduated 
from Nashotah House and is nearly ready to be ordained deacon. Paul E. Hons 
is a special student at Nashotah, having spent one year there to supplement his 
earlier theological training. Both have made very satisfactory records at Nasho- 
tah House and the Parish may well take pride in her sons-about-to-be-priests. 
Your prayers on their behalf are requested. Who will be the next Clementine 
candidate for Holy Orders? 

TUESDAY OF THIS WEEK, the 22nd, will mark the 35th anniversary 
of the ordination to the priesthood of both the Reverend Father Davis and your 
Father Rector. The suggestion was made from the pulpit two years ago, when 
the anniversary fell on a Sunday, that a big celebration be held on the 35th ob- 
servance. But here we are, widely separated and a ceremonial celebration is out 
of the question. However, Father Davis will offer Mass at S. Clement’s Tues- 
day morning at 7. Attend if you can, but if that is not feasible at least offer 
your prayers for your priests. Your Father Rector will offer Mass on Tuesday 
at the altar where he was priested.

On 
the same day Father Davis and the Reverend Father Francis F. E. Blake, Vicar 
of the Chapel of the Holy Communion on Wharton Street, were ordained at 
S. Paul’s Cathedral, Fond du Lac, by the then Bishop of Fond du Lac, the Rt. 
Rey. Reginald Heber Weiler. The ordinations took place on the Sunday follow- 
ing the graduation exercises of that year, 1927.

THIS WEEK WE OBSERVE Rogationtide with its deeply moving 
prayers for God’s blessing upon the spring planting of the seed. In ancient days 
there were many Rogation Days through the year,—some of them on set dates 
and some appointed as crises arose. All that remain are the S. Mark’s Rogation 
on April 25th and these three days preceding Ascension Thursday. Formerly the 
Litany was sung as the Clergy and people moved in procession from one Church 
to the appointed Station Church where Holy Mass was offered. On Monday and 
Tuesday the Litany of the Saints will be recited before the 7 o’clock Mass and 
on Wednesday before the 9:30 Mass. In each case the Mass following the 
Litany will be that of Rogationtide. The Mass of S. Augustine of Canterbury 
will be offered at 9:30 Monday, and that of the Vigil of the Ascension at 7 on 
Wednesday. 


THE ASCENSION OF OUR LORD will be celebrated on Thursday. 
The usual Low Masses will be at 7 and 8, and the Solemn Mass will be at 
6:15 p.m., preceded by the Novena Devotions at 5:45. This glorious culmination 
of Our Lord’s earthly life is a most beautiful festival. Everybody will be in 
holiday mood on Wednesday when schools and business houses will be closed for 
the national Memorial Day. Take advantage of the hours for relaxation but be 
on your guard against allowing the spirit of vacation to carry over to Thursday. 
Every parishioner, young and old, is encouraged to attend the Solemn Mass at 
6:15 and there offer solemn thanksgiving for Our Lord’s ascending to His posi- 
tion of supreme honor as King of the heavenly realms,—King of the universe.

THE SUNDAY AFTER ASCENSION for the past several years has 
been designated by the Conference on the Religious Life as Religious Life 
Sunday. S. Clement’s has been happy to cooperate with this plan by offering 
prayers for the religious and having a sermon on the subject. For many decades 
the life of holy religion has been close to the heart of S. Clement’s Parish. Prob- 
ably the foundation of this loyalty to the religious was laid by the magnificent 
missionary endeavor and pastoral zeal of the Cowley Fathers during their pas- 
torate. They withdrew from the Parish about seventy years ago but the solid 
effect of their loving work goes on and on. Three communities of women have 
been associated with this Parish,—All Saints Sisters of the Poor, the Society of 
S. Margaret and the Sisters of the Holy Nativity. In each case close bonds have 
been established and the ministrations of the religious have been and now are a 
marked influence on parishioners. Not only have many young ladies of the 
Parish entered the religious life but many men and women are Associates of one 
or another of the various communities, and carry into parochial life the high 
principles of living by a rule. There has been a two-way stream of loving bene- 
fits: the Parish has given much but it has gained more. There hardly is a Parish 
in the country that can more appropriately observe Religious Life Sunday. We 
have much for which to be thankful and we look forward to continued devo- 
tional association with the religious. 


WE EXTEND OUR WELCOME to the Reverend Father Christopher 
Rex Bryant, S.S.J.E., Superior of S. Edward’s House, London. We are happy 
to have him with us for a few days, and particularly pleased to have him preach 
the sermon on this rather special day. 


JOHN W. P. WEISE will be ordained Deacon on Saturday, June 9th at 
10:00 a.m. at the Church of the Holy Apostle and Mediator, 51st and Spruce 
Streets. All members of S. Clement’s Parish are cordially invited to attend. 
Paul Hons will be ordained in July. 


THE PENTECOST CHOIR CONCERT will be next Sunday afternoon 
at 4 o'clock. In writing these weekly notes, your Father Rector is often tempted 
to take up the role of music critic because of the many good things he would like 
to have publicized regarding our choir. It seems to him that the standard of our 
Sunday by Sunday music is so invariably and dependably of superior rank that 
we are indeed a blessed congregation. Boy choirs usually fluctuate because of 
changing voices and the consequent changes in personnel. The past few years, 
and particularly this season, we have attained an enviably high point and held it. 
Have you observed the increased repertoire of Masses? This year there was 
even added, in response to many requests, the elaborate Gounod work, Messe de 
Pâques. The music is offered to the glory of Almighty God, and we should hope 
its beauty is as pleasing to Him as it is to our human ears. We look forward 
with eagerness to next Sunday’s concert! Today is your last opportunity to en- 
roll as a Patron of S. Clement’s Music. 


THE COLLECTION at the concert will be given to the Choir Boys’ Camp 
Fund. The summer camp has been one of the great aids in building a group of 
loyal boys. The boys deserve the outing as a treat from grateful parishioners. 
However, be it remembered that in the long run S. Clement’s Parish makes a 
large gain in providing the camp, for through this summer outing we attract 
boys and thus develop the choir. And some of our loyal, regular young commu- 
nicants are boys who have learned the Faith only because first they came to sing. 
Therefore, the summer outing is a most important project,—far more important 
than being mere entertainment for deserving youths. It is very substantially 
helping to build a choir and develop this cell of God’s Kingdom.

Parish Notes 


PENTECOST is a most glorious festival. It is both the commemoration 
of the descent of God the Holy Ghost, and also a unique festival of the Church 
itself. It marks the Church’s being endowed with the power of the Holy Ghost 
for carrying out the mandates proclaimed by Our Blessed Lord. Whitsunday is 
a challenge to the Church of our generation. It ranks in the Church Kalendar 
with Christmas and Easter, but in distinction from those festivals it receives no 
support or emphasis from the commercial world. Pentecost does not suggest 
greeting cards, flowers, candy or gifts. In the secular cycle, therefore, Whit- 
sunday is no different from other Sundays. The challenge to Churchmen and 
Churchwomen, then, is to make Pentecost just as important in their lives as are 
Christmas and Easter. Can this be done without the benefit of gimmicks similar 
to those with which the other great festivals are surrounded? Of course, it 
CAN be done, but only by DOING it. Confession, Holy Communion and assist- 
ing at Solemn Mass,—by the entire congregation,—these are the basic steps. 


PART OF OUR PAROCHIAL celebration of Pentecost for the past few 
years has been our Choir Concert. This afternoon at 4 the concert will be given. 
This is an entirely suitable special event for this Holy Day, and one which should 
have the moral, spiritual and material support of every parishioner. It is an 
event which should attract the music-loving public of this rather generally music- 
loving community. The excellent program will be given by our choir of boys and 
men, a string orchestra, harpsichord and organ. The concert will be directed by 
Mr. Sill, assisted by Mr. Henry Cook of S. Paul’s Church, Chestnut Hill. If 
you have not already planned on attending, you are encouraged to be here and to 
invite others who appreciate the best in music. A reception will be held in the 
Parish Hall after the concert. 


THE VESTRY will meet at 4:30 on Tuesday in the Clergy House. 


THE ASSOCIATES OF THE SISTERS of the Hoiy Nativity will give 
a party on Saturday afternoon in honor of our Mission Sisters. Assembling at 
3:30 for Benediction, the Associates will move to the Parish Hall where they 
will try to be in a happy mood for their farewell gathering with the Sisters who 
so soon will give up their residence here. 


VOTIVE OFFERINGS. The lamp before the Blessed Sacrament burns 
this week as a thank-offering of Mrs. Harold M. Lufkin. The lamp at the 
Shrine of Our Lady burns as a thank-offering of Mrs. Thomas Rivell. 


TODAY the Junior Curate is being initiated into his role and his duties as 
a Deacon of Holy Church. Ordained only yesterday, this morning he will ad- 
minister the chalice at the Low Masses and be Deacon of the Solemn Mass. 
S. Clement’s is pleased to have another of her sons follow in the foot-steps of 
many others of her sons in responding to the vocation to Holy Orders, and the 
Parish congratulates the young man and prays the fulness of God’s blessing upon 
him in his ministry. Gone are the days of “Jack” at S. Clement’s and come into 
being are the days of “Father Weise”. If we were to be strictly formal in giving 
title, we should address him as “Mr. Weise” while he is in Deacon’s Orders. 
However, since he will continue on our staff after his being priested, the term 
“Father” seems the more suitable to use right from the beginning. And, further, 
from a practical viewpoint, his friends will find the transition to “Father” a far 
easier one to manage than “Mister”.

THIS IS THE LAST of the weekly leaflets until October. You will read 
no more advice, no more admonitions concerning Church duties, etc. You now 
are on your own until autumn. The past few summers have been very good ones 
at S. Clement’s, and because of the increased number of visitors during the vaca- 
tion season our congregations have been almost as large as during the winter 
season. For this we are deeply grateful. Some of you will enjoy long vacations 
and some of you brief ones. However, no matter where you be, it is assumed 
none of you will be on vacation from Sunday Mass. One of the joys of travel 
is visiting other parishes. When you are out of town, then, inquire of the local 
Mass-hours and then attend the service. When you are at home, continue to wor- 
ship at S. Clement’s,—for the sake of your own soul’s health and for the morale 
of the parish. On most summer Sundays fruit-juice will be served in the garth 
after Solemn Mass. This custom of the past few seasons has provided a most 
pleasant hour for both the parishioners and the visitors. Your Father Rector 
will be at home all of the summer except one or possibly two Sundays. He hopes 
very much to greet you every Sunday at the informal gathering after Mass. 
Father Davis will be on vacation during August, and Father Weise may be away 
for part of August. The Reverend Father Robert L. Jacoby will supply on Sun- 
day, July 15th, when your Father Rector will be in New England for a brief 
holiday. 

THE JUNE FETE or STRAWBERRY FESTIVAL will be tomorrow 
evening or, in case of rain, on Tuesday. The starting hour will be when you 
arrive, but it will end at 10:30 or 11. You may come and go when you choose. 
This highly enjoyable summer social affair should attract many of our parish- 
ioners and their friends. It is given more for the fraternization of our people 
than to make a profit, and so of course it misses its purpose if YOU are not 
present. We shall have music by a strolling violinist and also from a record- 
player, and the Church yard will be dressed up as prettily as we can make it. 

VOTIVE OFFERINGS. The candles before the Blessed Sacrament and 
at the Lady Shrine burn this week for the happy repose of the soul of Elizabeth 
te eg and are the gift of Miss Elsie Williams. This Sunday is Mrs. Day’s 

irthday. 

THE RECENT SOLICITATIONS for various funds have brought grati- 
fying results. The collection at the Pentecost Choir Concerts amounts to $200.25. 
This means that the collection covers the entire cost of the concert and the recep- 
tion and even the programs. In addition to the cash collection, there were gifts 
of cakes, a new tape for recording the concert, flowers and various smaller items. 
For all of this we are deeply thankful. The Patrons of Music contributed to the 
fund for giving the soprano boys their summer camp. Up to this date, June 15th, 
the fund is $695. By adding to this the collection received at Mr. Sill’s organ 
recital there is sufficient to pay all the expenses of the outing,—the travel by bus, 
the meals, the camp fees and minor recreation. The increased giving indicates 
an increased appreciation of the boys’ singing. To all of the Patrons the Choir, 
the Choirmaster and the Father Rector express profound gratitude. The third 
collection has been for the American Church Union. Because some checks have 
been sent directly to the A.C.U. office the exact total is not yet known but it 
appears to be about $200. Before the solicitation was initiated $750 had already 
been provided. In order to meet our pledge to A.C.U. for 1962, $1100, we still 
need about $150. The fund will be kept open, hopeful of additions. You have 
read in the ACNews of the critical fiscal condition that has developed in A.C.U. 
Never let it be said that S. Clement’s has failed to do its part in supporting this 
highly important Catholic missionary enterprise. It has been so successful that 
an impression has gained ground that it no longer is in need of contributions. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. . . . To be recipients of three appeals 
from one Parish at one time has been a near-burden to many of you, and most 
of you have responded generously.

Parish Notes 


CHRISTENDOM’S EARS will be attuned this week to the opening of the 
Second Vatican Council. It is the most momentous ecclesiastical event of modern 
times for it will be an official opening of Roman Catholic doors to great hope for 
a better and brighter, more reasonable world-wide Christian atmosphere. The 
Presiding Bishop has happily complied with Pope John’s request for prayers for 
divine guidance of the Council and he has published prayers which every congre- 
gation is asked to use today and throughout the sessions of the conclave. We 
shall offer the prayers this morning and you are asked to use them in your pri- 
vate devotions. By fortunate coincidence the Council of the American Church 
Union will be in session this week, and the ACU will offer a Solemn Votive 
Mass of the Holy Ghost for God’s blessing upon and guidance of the Vatican 
Council. It will be on the same day that the latter opens, also with a Mass of the 
Holy Ghost. A new book, “An Anglican View of the Vatican Council”, by 
Canon Pawley of Ely, is recommended for its concise, clear statement of the 
background and issues of the Council. It is for the laity and is so written that 
every Churchman can grasp its import. 

BISHOP HART’S 20th ANNIVERSARY is Tuesday, October 16th. The 
program and information regarding banquet tickets is on the bulletin board. As 
a Parish, we congratulate the Bishop and pray the fulness of God’s blessing 
upon him. 

SCYO will meet today after Solemn Mass for a program on the religious 
life and a box lunch. The meeting will conclude at 3:00 with Evensong and 
Benediction to which all parishioners are welcome. 

THE ADULT CLASS of the Church School will hold its second session 
this morning at 10. All parishioners and visitors are invited to attend. Helpers 
for the weekly breakfast are needed. Father Weise, in charge of all instruction, 
will conduct the Adult Class on Sundays and also a class at S. Anna’s Home on 
Tuesdays. 

THE CHURCH SCHOOL for youths and children likewise opened its 
sessions last Sunday. Father Weise has organized the School with more classes 
and teachers than we have had in recent years. The School is prepared to re- 
ceive and instruct all children who attend and a campaign has been conducted to 
try and enroll more children of our neighborhood. A very large “thank-you” is 
given to all of those-who have cooperated in initiating the new program of edu- 
cation in the Parish. 

THE BOHLEN LECTURES will be given at Holy Trinity Church next 
Sunday evening, Monday afternoon and evening. The program is on the bulletin 
boards. The speaker is the Rev. John Knox of Union Seminary, N.Y., recently 
ordained a Priest of the Church. 

THE TRACT RACK has been restocked with publications of vital interest. 
Also for sale are the AC News and the new Forward Day by Day. 

VOTIVE OFFERING. The light before the Blessed Sacrament burned 
the week of August 26th in memory of Martha R. Gibson, the gift of Hannah 
Crofton. 

THE UNITED FUND is now being raised. This annual campaign for 
support of good works deserves generous contributions from all citizens and cer- 
tainly from those that embrace the Christian principle of mercy for sufferers. 

SEVERAL CLERGY have been of marked assistance to S. Clement’s dur- 
ing the summer months. On six Sundays the celebrant of High Mass was the 
Reverend James W. Halfhill III, recently returned from a year of duty at the 
Shrine of Our Lady of Walsingham, England. The Reverend Robert F. Jacoby 
celebrated and preached on July 17th. Father Jacoby has gone to England to be 
Curate in the Diocese of S. Albans for a year. A frequent celebrant of weekday

Parish Notes 


S. CLEMENT’S DAY, the joyful festival of our holy Patron, is Friday. 
We shall observe the feast with the solemnity that current conditions permit, 
and this means hearty praise of Almight God in thanksgiving for the life, the 
work and the powerful intercession of S. Clement. On Friday night we shall 
have Solemn Evensong with sermon by a much-loved former Curate, the Rev- 
crend Father William R. Wetherell, Rector of All Saints’ Church, Orange, and 
Solemn Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament. A reception will be held in the 
Parish Hall after the service. The Masses that morning will be at the usual 
hours of 7 and 9:30. On next Sunday, the 8 and 9:15 Masses will be of the 
Sunday next before Advent, but at 11 we shall have Solemn Votive Mass of 
S. Clement with sermon by the Reverend Canon Albert J. duBois, Executive 
Director of the American Church Union, and for many years a good friend of 
this Parish. Friday and Sunday, then, are “our days” and it is expected every 
parishioner will be on hand to help in celebrating the festival. 


ON THANKSGIVING DAY we shall revive a liturgical custom of the 
days far past. The 7 o’clock Mass will be that of the feast of the day, S. Cecilia, 
but at 10 we shall have Solemn Morning Prayer and Solemn Mass, without 
sermon. In the earlier days of the Catholic Revival, the singing of Mattins be- 
fore the High Mass was the prevailing program in many parishes. The last time 
your Father Rector was at All Saints’ Church, Margaret Street, on a Sunday, 
sung Mattins preceded the Solemn Mass. We have no intention of reviving this 
custom at S. Clement’s except on rare occasions and Thanksgiving Day seems a 
suitable time. Certainly for our congregation, which so seldom shares in the 
Divine Office, this is a plan which should be welcomed. We hope that all of you 
will be here on Thursday to offer your thanksgiving to God for many blessings 
upon Church, country and personal lives, and to make this offering through par- 
ticipation in the Morning Office and the Mass. 


IN THIS DIOCESE the offering on Thanksgiving Day is given to the sup- 
port of the Chaplaincy at Episcopal Hospital. This is an awkward business for 
us because of the usual juxtaposition of Thanksgiving Day with S. Clement’s 
Day. We are quite dependent upon a large offering on our Patronal Festival in 
order to support our parochial budget. To appeal for support of two special 
offerings within one week is futile, and hardly just. Envelopes for the Hospital 
Chapel will be available in the Church and at the bulletin boards. By reading the 
list of services offered by the Chaplaincy you readily will see it is a good work 
that deserves to be upheld by all Churchmen in the Diocese. The Chapel was 
consecrated in 1862, one hundred years ago, and now is undergoing expensive 
structural repairs to maintain its safety. Those of you that can make contribu- 
tions both to the Hospital and your Parish Church are encouraged to do so. Per- 
haps at some future date we may arrange for a collection for the Chaplaincy 
well removed from other special collections. Episcopal Hospital has been very 
considerate toward several of our parishioners when they have been patients and 
a return of the Hospital’s generosity is in order.

If you would hear the true and delicate chords of the Christmas Feast 
you will be wise to become attuned to their harmony through a diligent observ- 
ance of the weeks of anticipation,—the exciting days of Advent. The Holy Hour 
on Friday evening of this week will be a major help. The Father Rector will 
repeat his brief meditations that he has given in recent Advents.

How 
fortunate that this feast always falls in Advent for it commemorates a highly 
significant step in preparing the way for the Incarnation of God’s Son; it fits 
perfectly within our mood of anticipation. It is a day when loyal Catholics assist 
at the offering of Mass. Being on a Saturday,—a semi-holiday in this age,—the 
feast should be very well attended by our parishioners.

FATHER WEISE’S first priestly function after the ordination will be the 
blessing of a rose for his mother. This will be followed by his blessing of mem- 
hers of the congregation as they present themselves at the altar rail. When the 
solemnities in Church are completed all will go to the Parish Hall to extend 
greetings and congratulations to the new Priest and to partake of light refresh- 
incnts. The Bishop-Coadjutor graciously has granted a dispensation from the 
Ember Day abstinence to those attending the ordination. 


A WEEK FROM TODAY Father Weise will offer his First Solemn Mass 
at 11 o'clock, This event actually is that to which his chapters of preparation 
have been leading. The culmination of an aspirant’s years of study, his examina- 
lions, even his ordinations, is the offering of the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass. 
Very naturally, the FIRST Mass is a very special one both for the celebrating 
Priest and for his friends that have prayed for him through the anxious and 
joyous years of training. The Preacher next Sunday will be the Reverend 
Father John K. Mount, Jr, Rector of S. Barnabas’ Church, Sykesville, Md., 
who was an instructor of Father Weise during his first year at Nashotah House. 
The Deacon of the Mass will be the Reverend Father Paul E. Hons, another 
candidate for the Priesthood from S. Clement's. The Father Rector will be 
Assistant Priest, an officer of the Mass that waits upon a Bishop-Celebrant and 
on a Priest only at his first Solemn Mass. We look forward, then, to a week- 
end of liturgical gala and many Clementine reunions. 


THERE WILL BE NO SERVICE on Friday night of this week. 


THE BAZAAR was socially a great success. Everybody had a wonderful 
tine.

Every 
department chairman, every helper should know that his or her good services are 
appreciated and highly valued.

Each mail delivery brings more cards to the Clergy House but the 
pressures of the season seem to prevent many of our parishioners from submit- 
ting their cards. If you have not returned your card, will you not do so within 
a matter of days? And if you happen to be among those that did NOT pledge 
for 1962, will you not join the ranks of loyal Clementines who support the 
Parish by the direct, business-like method of pledging a definite amount for next 
year?

Pariah Notes 


TODAY IS THE TWELFTH DAY of Christmas and how fortunate we 
are to have it fall on Sunday this year. EPIPHANY is rather the second chap- 
ter of the Feast of the Holy Nativity; it does not conclude that happy festival 
as much as it provides another starting point for joyously celebrating the birth 
of Our Blessed Lord. The Prayer-Book calls for an octave of daily honoring 
the Epiphany. A week from today the Feast of the Holy Family very appro- 
priately offers another opportunity for thinking of the Young Savior in His holy 
household. Truly, this is a wonderful season and one for which we all should 
he, and I trust we all actually are, deeply grateful. 


CHRISTMAS AT S. CLEMENT'S was a brighter high-light than we had 
reason to expect it to be.

All in all, it was a night and 
it was a day long to be remembered.

STILL ANOTHER ORDINATION AT S. CLEMENT'S! The Rev- 
erend Paul Edward Hons will be ordained Priest on Saturday, February 2nd 
at 10 a.m., and what an excellent day to be presented in the Temple of the Lord 
for the Sacred Priesthood. The members of this Parish ordinarily assist at the 
Mass of Our Lady’s Purification in goodly numbers and this year, having oppor- 
tunity for assisting at both the Mass of that Feast and the Ordination of another 
son of S. Clement's, they should be here in even larger numbers. The Bishop 
Coadjutor, Dr. Armstrong, will ordain the candidate and celebrate the Mass of 
the Purification, except that the Epistle and Gospel will be those appointed for 
ordinations.

A very good move in the direction of supporting the increased momentum 
toward Christian Unity would be a concerted effort of parishioners to attend 
the service on this Friday in S. John’s Chapel. The relationships among Chris- 
tians of various traditions have never been as cordial as they are right now. For 
this condition we owe profound thanksgiving to Almighty God and at the same 
time we ought to multiply our prayers and study which will further offer support 
to fulfilling God’s will. 


THEOLOGICAL EDUCATION SUNDAY is a week from today, when 
throughout the Episcopal Church offerings will be received for the several semi- 
naries of the Church. Each Parish may give its offering to the seminary of its 
choice; with three Nashotah alumni on the staff of S. Clement’s we naturally 
send our offering to that distinguished institution. Last year we gave Nashotah 
House a bit over $750.00. With the help of each of you we can do that well 
again and, we hope, even a little better than that.

Parish Notes 


THE BIG EVENT OF THIS WEEK will be the ordination of Father 
Hons on Saturday. The combination of the Feast of Our Lady’s Purification 
with ordination to the Sacred Priesthood is indeed appealing. While we popu- 
larly refer to February 2nd as a Lady Feast, essentially it is a day in honor of 
Our Lord,—of His Presentation in the Temple,—and this emphasis points to the 
unique appropriateness of the day for a young man to be presented to his Bishop 
for receiving the Order of Priesthood. It will be a gala day. Our new festive 
white vestments will be worn, Missa Marialis will be sung (by the people, we 
hope, as well as the choir), a few Mary hymns will be used. The sermon will be 
by another guest-preacher from Wisconsin, the Reverend Father Thomas A. 
Mitchell, a Nashotaly class-mate of the ordinand. The Deacon and Sub-Deacon 
will be the Reverend Fathers Weise and Wappler and of course the Celebrant 
will be the ordaining Bishop, the Rt. Rev. Joseph Gillespie Armstrong, D.D. 
A reception in the Parish Hall will follow the Mass and the new Priest’s bless- 
ing of the people at the altar rail. Let S. Clement’s people maintain the good 
record they established in supporting the two previous ordinations. Many of you 
should be here; and many of you undoubtedly will offer the Mass and make Holy 
Communion with special intention of thanksgiving for Blessed Mary’s presenta- 
tion of Her Holy Son in the Temple and of petition that, at the intercession of 
Blessed Mary, Her spiritual son Paul will be a holy and good priest in the 
Temple of the Lord. 


CANDLEMAS CEREMONIES will be on Friday evening at 8:00. Be- 
cause of the ordination on the feast itself, the Blessing of Candles and the Sol- 
emn Procession will be held on the evening before the feast. There will be no 
sermon; Solemn Benediction will conclude the service. 


THROATS WILL BE BLESSED at each of the Masses next Sunday. 
The complete significance of the petition should be understood, and should be 
supported by personal effort. The prayer is not only for being spared from all 
illness of the throat at the prayers of S. Blasius, but also “from all other evil 
afflictions”. This, friends, is worthy of serious reflection; the blessed candles and 
the priest’s prayer will not by themselves deliver anyone from “all other evil 
afflictions”. The grace of God, by itself, is a powerful bulwark but a bulwark 
that will not stand by itself. It requires the support of much human will-power ! 


BY APPOINTMENT OF THE PRESIDING BISHOP, today is the 
day for emphasizing theological education in the sermon in every congregation 
in the Church. Father Weise, having been graduated from Nashotah House less 
than a year ago, is well informed on the school’s program, its plans and oppor- 
tunities,—and therefore will give the sermon today. Laymen have at least two 
parts to play in all of this: Ilst,—to be open-minded to receiving a theological 
education themselves through their seminary-trained Priests, and 2nd,—to be 
open-handed for making a generous offering for maintaining and expanding the 
seminary that trains their Priests. Nashotah House has trained not only your 
present staff but many of the Priests that have served S. Clement’s in the past. 
If you are not prepared today to make a special offering, keep the little envelope 
bearing the familiar picture of “Michael” in his rustic tower until such time as 
you can make an appropriate offering. 


NOTES ON THE TRACT CASE: The A C News has not been bought 
lately as it should be. Of course, the greater number of our parishioners belong 
to the ACU and receive their copies by direct mailing. However, our monthly 
order is small and ought to be in demand by the few that do not belong to the 
organization. An excellent missionary project is to buy a copy and give it to 
somebody that does not know about the ACU and its program of fine works. 
Another important note on the Tract Case is financial. Somehow, the income 
from the coin box at the Tract Case hardly meets the cost of buying the items 
for sale. Is it possible that people sometimes “borrow” a magazine or tract, in- 
tending to return it after reading it, and forget to replace it or to pay for it? 
We expect to have losses on a few items, but we reasonably expect the Tract 
Case as a whole to maintain itself . . . The November issue of The Marianist 
has twice been exhausted (100 copies). Fifty more copies have been ordered and 
even now may be on hand.

THE RECTOR OF THE CHURCH OF THE GOOD SHEPHERD, 
Rosemont, The Reverend Father James H. Cupit, Jr., will be instituted at four 
o'clock this afternoon. This venerable Catholic Parish and S. Clement’s have 
been good friends for many years and the retiring Rector, the Reverend Father 
Lander, who is a Priest-Associate of the Sisters of the Holy Nativity, often has 
taken part in functions at this Parish-Church. We welcome his successor, Father 
Cupit, to the Philadelphia community and pray God’s blessing upon his ministry 
in Rosemont. A neighborly gesture would be for some of our Clementine laity to 
attend the Institution this afternoon and extend our parochial good wishes to the 
new incumbent. 


OUR GUEST PREACHER a week from today will be THE REV- 
EREND FATHER HARRY J. SUTCLIFFE. Father Sutcliffe, one of the 
few Priests that are completely sightless, is Executive Secretary of the Episco- 
pal Guild for the Blind of the Diocese of Long Island. Being active also in the 
national Episcopal Guild for the Blind, Father Sutcliffe travels from coast to 
coast speaking to many groups of persons who are sightless or are aiding the 
sightless. He has had much to do with the making of various recordings which 
provide spiritual and intellectual recreation for those that are incapable of read- 
ing. Our preacher is a most loyal participant in the affairs of the American 
Church Union and has contributed heavily to the prestige of the ACU through 
his ministering to groups of the blind in the name of the ACU. His reports to 
the Annual Council and the Executive Board of ACU always are stirring and 
encouraging. Father Sutcliffe is an effective speaker of superior quality and 
S. Clement’s is fortunate to have him as preacher next Sunday. 


AND THERE WILL BE A FURTHER SPECIAL TREAT next Sun- 
day. Following the Solemn Mass the Women of S. Clement's will hold a meeting 
open to the men as well as the women. Each will provide her or his box lunch; 
coffee and tea will be served by the committee. MRS. DRURY HINTON, 
representing the Episcopal Community Services, will speak after luncheon on 
the general subject of the various works of the Episcopal Community Services 
but especially on the Church’s work among the blind in the Diocese of Pennsyl- 
vania. Thus on one Sunday we shall follow a two-way approach to this highly 
important activity of ministering to those that do not have physical sight. The 
sermon by FATHER SUTCLIFFE and the address by MRS. HINTON will 
complement each other in giving hearers a deeper understanding of opportunities 
before us. Mrs. Hinton’s program will be iftustrated with colored slides giving 
something of the historical background as well as the rapidly expanding pro- 
grams of the six divisions of Episcopal Community Services. It is hoped that 
many men and women will take advantage of this double-feature of the Church’s 
work among the blind. 


HOLY CONFIRMATION will be administered at S. Clement's at 4 o'clock 
on the afternoon of Low Sunday, April 21st. The Rt. Rev. Andrew Y. Y. Tsu 
will again be the Bishop that lays hands on our candidates and we are most happy 
to have him. However, we still are looking for and hoping for more candidates. 
Any visitors interested in receiving information about Confirmation, and any 
parishioners knowing of interested parties are asked to speak to one of the 
Priests. Instruction will be arranged for the convenience of all concerned. Hav- 
ing Confirmation at the Parish Church usually but once in two years we ought 
to have fairly good-sized classes.

Sutcliffe, Executive Secretary of the Episcopal Guild for the Blind of the Dio- 
cese of Long Island. Father Sutcliffe, himself sightless, is active in various or- 
ganizations that in one way or another give assistance to the blind. He is a very 
able speaker and we are blessed to have him as our preacher today. 

LUNCHEON IN THE PARISH HALL will follow the Solemn Mass 
today for those that have brought with them a box of food. Coffee, tea and cake 
will be provided by the committee. This meeting, sponsored by The Women of 
S. Clement’s, is open to all that wish to attend, men as well as ladies. The speaker 
will be Mrs. Drury Hinton, representing Episcopal Community Services. Mrs. 
Hinton will tell of the various works of Episcopal Community Services and 
especially of the Church’s work among the blind in the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 
During the question and answer period both Mrs. Hinton and Father Sutcliffe 
will be prepared to reply to inquirers. This meeting should be a high-light of 
this Season and it is hoped many of the congregation will avail themselves of 
this opportunity to become better informed on this highly important aspect of the 
Church’s ministry. 

THE VESTRY will meet in the Clergy House on Thursday at 4:30. Being 
S. Valentine’s Day, it sets the scene for a happy session. The Father Rector 
promised the gentlemen of the Vestry a holiday cake and sherry to celebrate the 
adoption of a 1963 budget that provides suitable appropriations. However, to 
date some of our Clementines have not yet submitted pledges for this year. With- 
out pledges, the budget will not be balanced! and no party! 

THE ALTAR GUILD will attend Mass at 9:30 Saturday. Light breakfast 
and discussion will follow in the north room of the Parish Hall. All the women 
of the Parish are encouraged to attend this meeting and to join the Guild. 

CLOTHING COLLECTION for Episcopal Hospital Thrift Shop. Today 
and next Sunday usable clean clothes may be brought to the Church for this pur- 
pose. The Thrift Shop will re-sell the clothing and use the proceeds to provide 
the patients with comforts not covered by the hospital budget. 

LENT IS ONLY seventeen days ahead of us. Last year we had a remark- 
ably good Lent as far as evenings and Sundays were concerned. While your 
Father Rector wishes ever so much that more people were at the week-day 
Masses he realizes the difficulty and even the impossibility many of our people 
experience in trying to come to the Parish Church at early hours on working 
days. For this reason he is all the more grateful for the increased attendance 
at other hours. If the public transportation is not operating by Lent we shall be 
seriously and literally impeded in our attendance. We have offered a novena and 
other prayers for an early settlement of the strike and ask parishioners to sup- 
port this prayer-campaign for normal transportation. 

THE REVEREND FATHER WILLIAM J. ALBERTS, Rector of 
Christ Church, Media, and one of the very ablest of the local preachers, will 
give a series of five sermons on Friday evenings at Stations of the Cross and 
Benediction. See our advertisement in The Church News for further details. 
Like the Dialogue Sermons of last Lent, this series should attract many visitors 
but above all, our own constituency. Plan now to assist at Stations every Friday, 
starting on March Ist, and to hear Father Alberts’ stimulating sermons. And do 
not come alone; bring with you at least one friend who is not a Clementine. 

S. MARY’S CHURCH, Bainbridge Street, is now completing a week of 
celebrating its feast of dedication and consecration and also the Patronal Fes- 
tival. This evening at 6:30 will be Solemn Evensong and Benediction with ser- 
mon by the Father Rector of S. Clement’s. A neighborly gesture would be that 
some Clementines attend S. Mary’s, 1831 Bainbridge Street, this evening and 
that they extend the greetings of our Parish to S. Mary’s on this its parochial

2. The FAST, which applies to all between the ages of 21 and 59, inclusive, 
except those whose dict to the contrary has been prescribed by a physician, is as 
follows :—a. One complete meal a day, either noon or night. 

b. Breakfast and a collation, the total of which amounts to less than 
one complete meal. 

c. Meat may be eaten at the main meal on Mondays, Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays, except Ember Saturday. 

Lent is primarily a time of fasting. It also is a season of voluntary denying 
ourselves personal pleasures for the sake of offering Our Lord that self-denial. 
The combination of fasting, self-denying and worshipping at special devotions 
can result in a fruitful, helpful spiritual exercise.

THE ANNUAL RETREAT FOR WOMEN will be on Rose Sunday, 
three weeks from today. The Conductor will be the Reverend Earle H. Maddux, 
S.S.].E., Chaplain at All Saints’ Convent, Catonsville, Md. He will also preach 
the sermon at the Solemn Mass that day. Father Maddux is well known to those 
of you that have visited the Convent, and in view of the close association of the 
All Saints Sisters with our Parish, his visit here is all the more welcome. His 
brother, Scott Maddux, and his family, formerly lived on Appletree Street and 
were active members of S. Clement’s. This will be the first Women’s Retreat to 
be held since the withdrawal of the Mission Sisters. We therefore depend upon 
our parishioners to spread the news of the Retreat to non-parishioners that might 
be interested in making the Retreat. 


THE LENT EMBER DAYS are Wednesday, Friday and Saturday of this 
week.

Friday emphasizes conversion and penance. Saturday, a preview of Easter, marks 
the renewal of our baptismal covenant. (cf. P. Parsch: The Church’s Year of 
Grace. Vol II.) One of our intentions on Ember Days always is that of the wel- 
fare of men studying for Holy Orders. Having presented three young men for 
the priesthood within recent months, S. Clement’s should have a keen interest in 
the spiritual development of men still in the seminaries. Even if you cannot 
assist at Mass, make a point of offering prayers for those that aspire to Holy 
Orders. 


AFTER SINGING in S. Clement’s Choir for more than eight years 
ALEXANDER LA MONT III has resigned. His business has removed him 
to Chicago. He sang his last Mass with us a week ago today. Mr. La Mont, a 
musician of high calibre, has added much to the beauty of our music and to the 
efficiency of our choir. His rich bass will be much missed.

Parish Notes 


THE PARISH has been shocked and deeply grieved at the sudden death of 
Mr. Henry S. Hagert on Monday, February 25th. Apparently in good health 
until Sunday morning, he was taken to a hospital that afternoon and died at 8:30 
the following morning. His body was brought to S. John’s Chapel on Wednesday 
and the Solemn Requiem Mass was offered at the High Altar on Thursday. Mr. 
Hagert was a Vestryman, serving as Chairman of the Music Committee and as 
a member of the Property Committee with special responsibility for exterior 
maintenance and improvement. Some years ago he designed and gave the two 
handsome metal Church signs; and he provided for their being altered upon the 
change in Rectors in 1956. More recently Mr. and Mrs. Hagert, both interested 
in the music of the Parish, gave the German harpsichord for the Church and the 
piano for the choir-room. As a professional designer he often gave his counsel 
on technical problems concerning equipment and appointments. For several gen- 
erations, Hagerts have been members of S. Clement’s Church and young Henry 
was an acolyte at our altars when he was twelve. As he began life ministering 
to the Church, his life on earth was ended with the Church ministering to him. 
A nurse of the Parish served his last physical needs and a Priest of the Parish 
ministered to him sacramentally. May he rest in peace. 


THE VESTRY will meet on Tuesday afternoon at 4:30 at the Clergy 
House, This meeting, the first following the annual Parish election, is important 
for organizational reasons. Committees and their Chairmen will be appointed and 
confirmed at this session. 


BECAUSE OF THE LAPSE of ten days between the writing of these 
Notes and their date of distribution, little can be reported of our Lent. The ob- 
servance of Ash-Wednesday was close to our record of the past few years. 
About 175 persons were present at the several services; in addition to these a 
rather larger than usual uncounted number of visitors were in the Church 
throughout the day for their private devotions. 


IF YOU HAVE NOT YET attended on a Friday night, you hereby are 
encouraged to do so. The making of the Stations is a Lenten devotion of long 
standing and venerable custom, and deserves the active participation of Catholics. 
Father Alberts’ excellent sermons are sure to stir their hearers to a review of 
their lives,—their religion, their recreational habits, their business ethics, their 
use of leisure and of money. In brief, these sermons will throw light on the 
choices YOU make in the spiritual and secular aspects of your lives. Only three 
sermons in this series are yet before you. A word to the wise (I’d like to sur- 
mise) Will spark longings bright, T’ attend Friday night. 

THE ANNUAL RETREAT FOR WOMEN will be two weeks from 
today. Ladies, you are asked please to register early for the dinner. Procuring 
an adequate staff for such a function is a bit more of a job than the ordering of 
food ; you will materially help the committee-in-charge if you will either sign up 
for the Retreat, or notify one of the Priests now. Father Maddux will come up 
from Baltimore to give the addresses and they will be of exceptionally high 
calibre. 

YOUR FATHER RECTOR will go to Orange, N.J., on Wednesday to 
preach that evening at All Saints’ Church, of which the Reverend Father William 
R. Wetherell is Rector. 


SOMETHING NEW is being added. A Flower Chart is on the bulletin 
board. You are invited to look at it, and, if you wish, to sign your name at a 
date when you choose to provide flowers for the altar or the Shrine.

MID-LENT IS A DANGEROUS SEASON! If you made good begin- 
ning of Lent you will find that the tapering off of the requirements of your rule 
is easy. With the observance of Rose Sunday,—its anticipation of Easter joy, 
the flowers, the music, the note of rejoicing in the mood of this day,—all of 
these “unlenten accents” will encourage you, in case you already have slipped 
from your disciplinary ideal,—not to attempt a recovery. You may think,—“It is 
so near the end of Lent, I think I won't try again to keep my rule.” And if you 
failed to make even a good beginning,—if you have done little or nothing about 
Lent,—you too will be strongly tempted not to start at this late date. Now these 
conclusions only follow a misinterpretation of the gladness of Rose-Sunday. 
True, the liturgy this day offers a bit of respite from the austerity of Lent, but 
only for the purpose of holding before the worshippers a fractional preview of 
Easter to encourage them in preparing for the Queen of Feasts. Instead of look- 
ing upon the happiness of this Sunday as a stopping place, all thinking Church- 
men should regard it as a glorious note to spur them on to doubled or trippled 
efforts to keep a solemn, disciplined three weeks so that Easter may be the ful- 
fillment of what Rose-Sunday only foretells. Wonderful days lie before us; 
make the most of them!

WITH THE ADVENT OF PASSIONTIDE this holy season takes on 

a different flavor from that of the first four weeks of Lent. Thus far in Lent 
we have thought a good deal about Our Lord’s forty days of preparation for 
His ministry among men, and we have tried through meditations on this subject 
to gain insights into how we might better prepare ourselves for fulfilling our 
Christian, vocations. Now we make the big leap from the beginning of Our 
Lord's ministry to the ending of His earthly life. Through meditations on the 
Passion and Death of Our Savior we shall try to gain insights into how to die 
that we might live. During Passiontide, and especially Holy Week, we are aided 
very much in our meditations by the Liturgy—or—we might put it the other way 
around and say that our meditations help us very much in appreciation of the 
Liturgy. 
_ YOU WILL BE AIDED MATERIALLY in following the services and 
in appreciating their significance if you have a copy of “The Order of the Holy 
Week Rite”. Many of you already have copies, bought in former years. If so, 
dig them out, dust them, and bring them with you next Sunday. A few copies | 
are for sale at the Tract Case; we have sent for more copies and hope they will 
be delivered in time for use this year. Copies of “The English Missal”—people’s 
edition—are on hand and for sale. These Missals have the revised Holy Week 
rite. Those of you that have the English Missal (at $5.00) do not have need for 
the above mentioned Order for Holy week (at 35¢). 

THE REVEREND FATHER MICHAEL R. BECKER will be in resi- 
dence at the Clergy House from Tuesday of this week through Holy Saturday. 
We shall be grateful for his assistance during these days which, in the life of f 
every parish-priest, are filled to overflowing. We welcome Father Becker to our f 
staff, even though his stay be very brief. He will preach on Palm Sunday and 
will assist with confessions and of course will offer several of the Masses. 

THE REVEREND FATHER WEISE will preach at a Lenten service at | 
All Saints’ Church, Rawnhurst, on Thursday evening. On Friday evening he 
will preach at S. Clement’s, in place of the Father Rector, and the title of his 
sermon is “My King Walketh in Through a City Gate”. 

BAZAAR NEWS! Announcement is made that on Thursday, May 9th, a 
Rummage Sale will be held; and on Sunday, May 5th, a Sale of Baked Goods. 
The profits on both of these events will be used to underwrite the cost of the 
1963 Bazaar. If you engage in spring housecleaning and discover clothes, etc., 
no more to be used in your household, put them aside for the Rummage Sale or 
bring them to the Church, plainly marked for this purpose. 

IN THIS SEASON of more than usual receptions of Holy Communion, 
at morning, at noon and at night, a reminder of fasting rules is in order. When 
the general rule was to be fasting from midnight if one were to make Holy 
Communion, the question of whether one qualified to make his Communion was 
easy. Either he was fasting from midnight or he was not. With the shortening 
of the fast, failure to live up to that shortened fast has become easy,—and in 
plain language, the Communicant must keep an eye on his watch. The time of 
the fast is never to be approximate; it must be at least as long as the stated 
minimum. 

1. Water does not affect the fast before Holy Communion. | 

2. Beverages, not alcoholic, may be taken up to one hour before receiving 
the Blessed Sacrament. 

3. Solid food may be taken up to three hours before receiving the Blessed 
Sacrament. 

Rules 2 and 3 apply to clergy and laity receiving Holy Communion. For a 
priest celebrating Mass the fast from beverages and food must be one hour and 
three hours, respectively, before the time he begins the Mass. 

EASTER CHARITY AND EASTER FLOWERS. Now is the time to 
make contributions to this fund. The Charity Fund will provide small holiday 
remembrances for parishioners that are unable to attend Church because of ill- 
ness or infirmity. The Flower Fund will augment the gifts of flowers as listed 
on the Flower Chart. Gifts may be given to the Priests or to Miss Elsie 
Williams.

A NOTABLE MEMORIAL 


S. Clement's is to be the recipient of a highly artistic addition to its appoint- 
ments,—a completely new Christmas Creche. For some time Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Hagert considered such a gift to the Parish, and since the death of Mr. Hagert 
a month and a half ago, Mrs. Hagert has provided for the creche as a memorial 
to her husband. 


The gift includes a set of ten pieces of ceramic sculpture, glazed and fired. 
They are designed by Professor E. Pattarino of Florence and all of the work 
has been done in Italy. The figures are S. Mary, S. Joseph, the Bambino, two 
shepherds, three Magi, the ox and the ass. The kneeling figures are eighteen 
inches in height, the standing ones twenty-four inches. Each piece will come in 
its box, which will be used for protective storing of it during the greater part of 
the year. A photograph of these figures is evidence of their grace, their flowing 
liveliness, their dignity, their devotional character. 


A new setting for the figures will be designed and executed locally and will 
incorporate suitable lighting. Inasmuch as the order has been placed, there is 
little question that the new ereche will be installed and used during the coming 
Christmastide. We are deeply grateful for this gift to the Church; for years to 
come it will delight both children and adults. 

These Italian figures were of such keen interest to Mr. Hagert that they are 
a highly appropriate memorial to him, and they will be a reminder to us who 
knew him of his affectionate regard for his Parish Church. May he rest in 
peace.

Parish Noten 


TODAY HAS INITIATED THE WEEK distinct from all other weeks 
of the year. To tell Catholics that Holy Week is significant is about as startling 
as to tell children that candy tastes good. Children already are converted to the 
principle that the sweetness of candy is pleasant to the palate; and Catholics are 
converted to the principle that the events of Holy Week are the basis and means 
of man’s salvation. To commemorate these sacred events year after year is a 
solemn joy and, by thinking Christians, is regarded more as a beautiful privi- 
lege than as a pressing obligation. A brief summary of what will happen at 
S. Clement’s is offered for your convenience. 


ON MONDAY, TUESDAY AND WEDNESDAY evenings we 
shall have devotional services at 8 o'clock. THE REVEREND 
FATHER DAVIS will give a series of three addresses on The 
Cross and the Blessed Sacrament. Low Mass on each of these days 
will be at 7, 8 & 9:30. 


ON HOLY THURSDAY the Solemn Mass will be at 6:15 p.m., 
followed by the Procession of the Holy Sacrament to the Altar of 
Repose and the Stripping of the High Altar. Every Churchman 
should, if possible, receive the Blessed Sacrament, on this the Birth- 
day of that great Gift. Low Masses will be at 7 and 9:30; even 
those that receive at these earlier hours are encouraged to return 
for the Solemn Mass. 


ON GOOD FRIDAY the Liturgy at noon is the climax of the en- 
tire week. If your time for being at Church is limited, do attend 
at least from 12 to 1:30. This is another occasion for receiving the 
Blessed Sacrament,—with the intention of intimately sharing with 
Our Lord His Passion and gathering the benefits of the Passion. 
At the 8 p.m. service Father Weise will give a meditation. 


THE EASTER VIGIL at 10:15 Saturday night is the most ex- 
citing event of the week. For the first time since we have had this 
service at night, we shall have a baptism—lifting the blessing of 
the font to full significance. At the Midnight Mass Easter Holy 
Communion may be made. A good plan is to receive at the Midnight 
Mass and return to the 11 o'clock Solemn Mass as an act of spe- 
cial thanksgiving. 


EASTER DAY itself is truly the Queen of Feasts and every 
Clementine surely will be on hand to help make it festive. Follow- 
ing the Low Masses, we shall have at 11 the Solemn Procession 
and the Solemn Mass with the music of one of our favorites,— 
Mozart’s Missa Brevis in F. It will be as glorious a celebration of 
Our Lord’s Resurrection as we can offer to Him.

CHRISTMAS, | EASTER AND PENTECOST, — these three are the 
greatest of the Christian festivals and today is the observance of the last of 
these three to be observed in this liturgical year. These feasts convey a Trini- 
tarian significance. Devotional emphasis at Christmas is heavily on the side of 
venerating the new-born Holy Redeemer; yet, the meaning of Christmas is that 
the Father so loved the world that He gave His only-begotten Son. “Of the 
Father’s love begotten” is the opening phrase of one of our favorite Nativity 
hymns. Just as the Father is the central figure in the Parable of the Prodigal 


Son, so is the Father the central figure in the Christmas narrative . . . On 
Easter, Our Lord’s Resurrection from the grave is His triumphant vindication 
of His claim to be Son of God. This is His essential act of victory . . . And 


Pentecost is the formal presentation to the world of God the Holy Spirit; this 
is the Day of the Holy Ghost’s coming as the Sanctifier and Guide of the Holy 
Catholic Church. Most appropriately the Church has named the Octave of Pente- 
cost the Feast of the Holy Trinity . . . Let us rejoice today and celebrate this 
festival in honor of the Third Person of the Holy Trinity—God the Holy Ghost. 


THE CHOIR CONCERT 1963 will be given this afternoon at 4. The 
choir, with organ, harpsichord and strings, will offer an excellent program. All 
Clementines are appreciative of the high level of musical artistry maintained by 
our choir, and this is your opportunity to give witness to your appreciation. Come 
to the concert this afternoon, and bring somebody with you who would not attend 
unless invited.

FRIDAY OF THIS WEEK marks the official arrival of summer. The 
calendar tells us this much. But other events assure us that summer is already 
with us. The great festivals of the spring cycle are passed. Easter, Ascension, 
Whitsunday, Trinity and Corpus Christi—these wonderful days are all behind us 
until spring 1964. This succession of festivals offers us practical help in living 
close to God and His Saints. While each festival is an end in itself, it also is a 
springboard to start us on our way to the next great day. During Lent we look 
forward to Easter; on Easter we look forward to the Ascension, etc., until we 
arrive at Corpus Christi which we are solemnly honoring this morning. This 
feast, however, is a springboard only into the long Trinity season. The next very 
special day is the Assumption of Our Lady on Thursday, August 15th. And so 
the summer comes as a good testing scason,—a season for testing our loyalty to 
Holy Church. Every Sunday is a little Easter; every Sunday commemorates the 
Resurrection of Our Lord. If this were not the case we would still be keeping 
Saturday as our holy day of each week. And so,—each of these green Sundays 
of the summer,—each of them is a great and holy day; each Sunday may be de- 
scribed as “This is the day which the Lord hath made; we will rejoice and be 
glad in it.” If Easter really means something to us, if it truly is the festival of 
Our Lord’s greatest victory, we should see to it that every communicant is in 
Church offering his Mass of thanksgiving EVERY SUNDAY. Attendance on 
Easter Day should not be exceptional; it should be our regular Sunday by Sun- 
day family of the faithful. Or, to put it the other way around, our Sunday by 
Sunday congregations should be no fewer than the family of the faithful that

WITH A DEEP SENSE OF JOY and thanksgiving today we resume the 
Solemn Mass as the principal act of worship every Sunday. Ushering in the new 
season are S. Michael and all the Angels; we truly are on the angelic high-way 
and if we submit to the direction and protection of those spiritual messengers of 
God, we are certainly going to be growing in God’s favor. Never underestimate 
the graceful power of the holy angels. 

TODAY the Vatican Council II opens its second session. The special in- 
tention of the Solemn Mass of S. Michael and All Angels is for God’s blessing 
upon and direction of Pope Paul VI and the Council Fathers. Almost day by 
day we hear or read of exciting proposals that will be considered and perhaps 
adopted. Many of these proposals, if adopted, will further the cause of uniting 
Christians within the arms of Catholic Faith and Order. You are asked to pray 
daily for this Council. 

OUR DIOCESAN, the Rt. Rev. Dr. Armstrong, has authorized the use of 
a prayer for the guidance of the Diocesan Convention in electing a Bishop Co- 
adjutor. This election is highly important for it actually is the election of the 
future Bishop of Pennsylvania. At S. Clement’s we shall use the prayer at all 
Masses, except requiems, just before the Prayer for the Church. Please clip this 
copy of the prayer and use it in your daily intercessions :— 

ALMIGHTY GOD, our heavenly Father, who knowest the needs of Thy 
Church in every place; look graciously, at this time, upon the people of 
this Diocese, and so guide and govern the clergy and laity, that they may 
faithfully and wisely make choice of a fit person to serve as Bishop Co- 
adjutor; and to him who shall be ordained to this holy function, give Thy 
grace and heavenly benediction that he may serve before Thee, and, by 
Thy blessing, bring many souls to the joys of Thy eternal kingdom, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

THE ADULT CLASS will have its first meeting of the season today after 
the 9:15 Mass. The Church School for children and young people will have 
classes a week from today. 

THE EPISCOPAL COMMUNITY SERVICES will have Open House 
from 3 to 5 this afternoon for the purpose of honoring Bishop Stevens who was 
Bishop of Pennsylvania from 1865 to 1887. From the viewpoint of history it 
would be a gesture of genuine charity for members of this parish to attend this 
Open House.

The conductor will be the Rev- 
erend Father Frank Williamson, Jr., retired Rector of S. Michael’s Church, 
Yeadon. The members of the S. Clement’s Altar Guild and other interested 
ladies are very welcome to attend. Each supplies her own box lunch; coffee and 
tea will be provided. For many years the Diocesan Altar Guild has held this 
eee event at S. Clement’s and we are most thankful to have them continue 
to do so.

YOUR FATHER RECTOR will take off for points westward right after 
the CCU meeting. The plan of a trip west just at this time was initiated by an- 
nouncement of two meetings out there that he should attend. On October 23-24 
the Annual Council of ACU will be held at S. Luke’s Church, Evanston. This 
will be the first ACU Council not held in New York. One week later, October 
30, the Trustees of Nashotah House will meet in Milwaukee for electing a dean 
to succeed the Rev. Dr. Klein, now Bishop Coadjutor of Northern Indiana. 
With these two meetings as the beginning, the trip has been expanded a bit in 
order to visit relatives and friends, and perhaps manage a few days of doing 
nothing at all. He will return to S. Clement’s about November Ist, possibly in 
time for the 6:15 Solemn Mass of All Saints.

Parish Notes 


SATURDAY MORNING will be the time of the Installation of the 
Rt. Rev. Joseph Gillespie Armstrong as the Bishop of Pennsylvania. The func- 
tion will take place at the Church of the Redeemer, Bryn Mawr. Since the day 
of Bishop Hart’s retirement, July 18th, Bishop Armstrong actually has been the 
Ordinary. Saturday’s service is the formal action, or recognition of him as the 
Bishop of the diocese. At times of such historic significance to the diocese we 
realize acutely the lack of a cathedral. The one and only church in a diocese that 
should have a Bishop’s permanent chair is the cathedral. The church that has the 
official “cathedra” in its sanctuary, is the cathedral church. Many of our parish 
churches have permanent cathedras in their sanctuaries, often taking space that 
could be better used in other ways. At S. Clement’s we do not have a permanent 
cathedra simply because it is out of place in a parish church. When the Bishop 
makes a visit to our parish we erect a throne for his use, properly elevated and 
ornamented with hangings. Opinion in this parish is that the Diocese of Pennsyl- 
vania seriously needs a cathedral of such size as will accommodate large numbers 


af people and of -such_dienity as_hefits.a_nietropolitan-diocese Church House... —— 


ought to be on near-by or adjoining property. If the two are separated from each 
other, regrets for the separation will increase as years pass. If we have an out- 
lying cathedral, we should have an outlying Church House; if we have a center 
city cathedral we should have a center city Church House. The question of 
where either one should be in this diocese will not be so simply solved. Hundreds 
of people are involved in making decisions and therefore hundreds of opinions 
are held and expressed. At any rate, we are terribly sorry we do not have a fine, 
inspiring cathedral church for Bishop Armstrong’s enthronement and for the 
consecration of the Bishop Coadjutor. 


THE CATHOLIC LAYMEN’S UNION will meet at 8 p.m. on Tuesday 
at Christ Church, Media. The Reverend Father Alberts, Rector of Media, will 
give the first of his two lectures on “The Creeds”. In the earlier years of this 
organization men of S. Clement's apparently attended in large numbers. Very 
few of our laymen any longer support the Laymen’s Union. This is a good year 
to try and recapture the zeal of former years. 1964, our Centennial year, is not 
faqggayay. We shall invite members of other parishes to some of our historic 
functions. We do not have reason to expect others to respond favorably to our 
invitations unless we respond to theirs. 


THE AMERICAN CHURCH UNION will hold its annual Council at 
S. Luke’s Church in Evanston, Hlinois, on Wednesday and Thursday. In all of 
its years the ACU has held every Council in New York because the organiza- 
tion was incorporated in New York. About a year or so ago it was revealed by 
the legal advisers that the meeting may be held outside the state. And so this 
year, when invited to go to Evanston, the ACU enthusiastically accepted. Your 
Father Rector will be there. Mr. Cooper, a member of the Council, and Paul 
Cooper, president of the Catholic Club in Cleveland, will also be in attendance. 
On the Sunday this leaflet is used, October 20th, your Rector will be with the 


Reverend Father James Pearson, former curate at S. Clement’s, and the Rev- 


erend father Wiliam Carpenter. Both have cures in tne Diocese ot Spring- 
field—and we offer thanksgiving for their being amongst us,—that they have 
come back home.

Parish Notes 


THE CHRISTMAS BAZAAR—the Holly & the Ivy—November 14th! 


THS IS THE FEAST OF THE DEDICATION OF THE CHURCH. 
It is an arbitrary choice. In several dioceses the Bishop names one Sunday, 
usually in the autumn, when the dedication of all the churches of that diocese 
are celebrated. The first Sunday in November, or the Sunday following All 
Saints Day, has been a popular choice and for many years S. Clement’s has 
observed this day as its Feast of Dedication. Next year we shall follow a more 
accurate schedule. The calendar is kind to us next year. Here is the order of 
parochial dates which should be of interest to all: 
SEPTEMBER 13, 1855. A charter was granted to “The Rector, Church 
Wardens, and Vestrymen of S. Clement’s Church in the City of Philadelphia”. 
The clerical leadership in accomplishing this organization was by the Reverend 
Harry S. Spackman, at that time Curate at S. Matthew’s Church, Francisville. 
Mr. Spackman had been Rector of S. Mark’s Church, Frankford, and later ac- 
cepted the call to be Curate at S. Matthew’s. 
JANUARY 1, 1856. The Reverend Mr. Spackman began his administration of 
S. Clement's. An unrevealed item is the location of the church services. There is 
no record of parochial services before those held in the new church. 
MAY 12, 1856. The corner stone was laid by the Rt. Rev. Alonzo Potter, 3rd 
Bishop of Pennsylvania; sermon by the Reverend E. A. Washburn, Rector of 
S. Mark’s, Locust Street. 
SUNDAY, JANUARY 4th, 1859. The Church was opened for services on this 
day. This would necessarily be a more or less informal initiation of the Church 
for purposes of worship. A Church may not be consecrated until it is free from 
debt. According to various stories this parish had rather a long and hard time 
paying the debt contracted by construction of the building. 
TUESDAY, APRIL 12, 1864. The Church was consecrated by Bishop Potter. 
The sermon was preached by the same Reverend Dr. Washburn. This is really 
the big day. Cathedrals and Churches observe the anniversary of this event as 
the principle diocesan or parochial feast. We shall celebrate this historic event 
next year on Sunday, April 12th.

REGARDING THE LISTS OF NAMES submitted for commemoration 
on All Souls’ Day, we shall use them as we have in recent years. All the persons

Day. The lists lie on the altar at every Mass offered in November and the 
spiritual welfare of those whose names are there inscribed is a secondary inten- 
tion at every Mass offered during this month dedicated to the Holy Souls. The 
lists have been divided into four sections,—one group of names to be read at a 
Requiem Mass. The following schedule applies to the names of those who sub- 
mit the lists; it does not apply to the names of the departed for whom we pray. 

Wednesday, November 6, 7 & 9:30—lists submitted by A through F 

Tuesday, November 12, 7 & 8—lists submitted by G through L 

__ Wednesday, November 20, 7 & 9:30—lists submitted by M through R 

Tuesday, November 26, 7 & 8—lists submitted S through Z, and also those 

lists submitted without names of petitioners.

THE ENTIRE WORLD has been shocked and saddened by the villainous 
murder of President. Kennedy. There is little to add to what already has been 
written or spoken regarding this violent presumption of the right to kill. Our 
hearts go out to the little family.in the White House. The contrast between the 
happy, festive, youthful and cultural atmosphere of the Executive Mansion dur- 
ing the past few years,—and the sombre emptiness that now pervades its rooms, 
must indeed be very sharp. America is embarrassed before the peoples of this 
earth,—embarrassed that in this land of freedom of the citizens, freedom should 
be so abused as to deny the pursuit of happiness to the head of our nation. We 
grieve over the death of President Kennedy but we grieve even more deeply 
over the fact that individual villains within our homeland can and do abuse their 
civil rights to the point of murder. The victim may be the President, he may be 
a policeman, he may be.almost unknown by his fellows. But lives are taken in 
this fashion of surprise attack. No sort of discipline of the guilty person can re- 
store the victim to life. Human life is beyond valuation; no proper price can be 
placed on life. This is true because life is a gift of God; and human beings can- 
not do God’s work for Him. Yes, we are keenly saddened by the death of Mr. 
Kennedy. Fortified with sacramental grace, he has gone onward on his journey 
toward heaven. May he rest in peace. May his family be strong in the Faith and 
find consolation in the refreshment of God’s grace in the sacraments.

Thus when the 
Annunciation of Our Lady falls on a Lenten Sunday, it is transferred to Mon- 
day. Lady day never, never is celebrated on a Sunday. This feast, which actually 
is the festival of Our Lord’s Incarnation, and therefore is of unique and solemn 
significance in the calendar of any Christian, does not take precedence over a 
Lenten Sunday rite. This seems to set example for other feasts which fall in the 
penitential seasons. We shall observe the Feast of the Immaculate Conception 
on Monday, December 9th.

Parish Notes 


REJOICE YE IN THE LORD, and again I say, rejoice ye. These words 
which S. Paul used in his letter to the people of Philippi, are the very first words 
that we hear at Mass today. And how wonderfully appropriate they are. Advent 
is no penitential season that demands long faces and gloomy salutations. Advent 
is a season of penitential happiness. We very easily see through the four weeks 
of watching and we know what awaits us. All of Advent is a time of almost 
impatient anticipation. Holy Church, in her wisdom provides little samples of 
what is to be our joy later on. Today the Church offers a pre-view, or a slight 
indication, of the beauty of Christmas. The organ is played at Mass, flowers 
may be placed on the altars, and the lovely rose vestments are worn in place of 
the more sombre violet. There is a sharpness to the atmosphere that indicates ex- 
citement,—whispered plans for the celebration in the home,—and the fun that 
will dominate the scene when the family gathers about the tree to open the 
packages that look much too handsome to be ripped open. This domestic scene 
is all part and parcel of the message and significance of the great festival of 
Our Lord's birth. Of course, if family plans do not include adequate time for 
going to the Parish Church, and joining friends in offering the Mass of Christ, 
—making confession and receiving the Blessed Sacrament,—if these ways of 
keeping Christmas are neglected, the social affairs are with no point except that 
of selfishness, and a rather mean type of self-indulgence at that. Families can be 
and will be so very happy in their holiday observance if they maintain a fair 
balance between the two settings,—the Church and the Home. In the well co- 
ordinated Christian family there will be practically no separation between the 
domestic observance and the sacred one. There will be two banquets,—related to 
each other, and supporting each other. The one at Home with table decorated 
with candles, flowers and greens and laid with seasonal delectables; the other at 
Church where the table of the altar will be festive with candles, flowers and 
greens, and the Food will be the Bread of Heaven,—the Wine of God. At Home 
there will be exchanging of gifts; at Church the faithful give themselves to Our 
Lord, and He, in turn, gives Himself to each communicant, and this is the most 
welcome, most precious Gift that any human being can reccive. Ten days from 
today is Christmas Day,—not very far away, is it? At Solemn Mass today drink 
iu the beauty of the Oldroyd Mass; feast your eyes on the handsome rose color 
that dominates the sanctuary. And then recall that these exceptional features of 
this Advent Sunday are only fractional in comparison with the celestial beauty 
they foretell. Rejoice ye in the Lord, and again I say, on this 1963 Sunday, and 
on Christmas itself, rejoice ye. 


A WEEK FROM TODAY, the 22nd, will be the first anniversary of 
Father Weise’s ordination to the priesthood. The best present anyone can give 
him on his anniversary is the special intention at Mass for the benefit of his 
spiritual nourishment. Good wishes, Father Weise, congratulations and gratitude 
from your Father Rector, & ad multos annos!
